SCHOOLS,  1909-1910. 


COMMENTS  AND   SUGGESTIONS. 

Number,  Classification,  and  Distribution  of  Schools. — During  the  year  cov- 
ered by  this  report,  1909-'lO,  the  number  of  public  high  schools  in  operation 
increased  over  the  preceding  year  from  160  to  170.  The  number  of  four- 
year  schools  increased  from  2  to  10;  the  number  of  three-year  schools,  from 
52  to  69;  and  there  was  a  net  reduction  in  the  number  of  two-year  schools 
from  106  to  91. 

The  public  high  schools  are  now  pretty  well  distributed  over  the  State — 
literally,  from  Currituck  to  Cherokee.  There  were  this  year  only  11  counties 
without  such  schools,  and  apportionments  were  made  to  two  of  these,  but 
were  unused  because  the  schools  to  which  they  were  made  failed  to  meet  the 
State's  requirements.  For  the  year  1910-'ll  there  are  only  9  counties  without 
public  high  schools,  namely,  Brunswick,  Chowan,  Dare,  Graham,  New  Han- 
over, Pasquotank,  Perquimans,  Tyrrell,  and  Watauga.  Of  these  9  it  will  be 
observed  that  2  are  in  the  extreme  west  and  7  in  the  extreme  east. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance. — These  schools  enrolled  this  year  5,775  stu- 
dents and  made  an  average  daily  attendance  of  4,145.  The  increase  in 
enrollment  over  the  preceding  year  was  493,  or  9.33  per  cent,  and  the  increase 
in  attendance  was  358,  or  9.45  per  cent.  The  number  of  students  enrolled 
from  outside  the  local  district  was  1,608;  the  number  of  boarding  students 
enrolled  was  1,190 ;  and  the  number  of  teachers  enrolled  was  349. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  1908-'09  there  was  an  increase  in  enrollment  of 
34  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year,  it  would  seem  that  the  increase  of  only 
9.33  per  cent  for  the  year  1909-'10  is  rather  small.  But  it  must  be  added 
that  during  this  year  the  schools  have  been  a  little  better  organized,  and  that 
many  pupils  who  formerly  would  have  been  graded  as  high-school  pupils  were 
not  this  year  counted  as  such.  For  instance,  there  were  several  hundred 
grammar-school  pupils  pursuing  one  or  two  branches  in  the  high  school  who 
were  not  counted  as  high-school  pupils  at  all.  And  again,  it  would  seem  that 
there  was  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  boarding  students,  whereas  such  was 
not  the  case.  In  the  report  for  1908-'09  there  were  reported  by  the  principals 
1,563  boarding  pupils ;  but  since  this  number  included  all  high-school  pupils 
enrolled  from  outside  the  local  district,  many  of  whom  boarded  at  home,  the 
number  of  actual  boarders  could  not  be  obtained.  In  this  report  the  proper 
distinction  has  been  made  by  the  principals  in  their  reports,  as  is  shown  in 
one  of  the  tables  below,  in  order  that  the  number  of  actual  boarding  students 
might  be  known. 

Teaching  Force. — The  number  of  teachers  in  the  public  high  schools  has 
been  increased  from  236  to  259,  and  there  was  urgent  necessity  for  more  as- 
sistant teachers  in  many  of  the  schools,  which  could  not  be  met  because  of  a 
lack  of  "means.  And  there  is  going  to  be  a  still  greater  demand  for  addi- 
tional teachers  from  now  on,  as  the  schools  develop  and  increase  their  courses 
of  study  from  two  to  three  years  and  from  three  years  to  four.  There  has 
been  gradual  improvement,  too,  in  the  preparation  of  the  teachers  entering 
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the  high-school  work  from  year  to  year.  Most  of  them  are  now  graduates 
of  our  better  colleges  and  universities,  and  practically  all  of  those  who  are 
not  graduates  are  college  trained.  It  is  true  that  many  of  them  who  enter 
the  work  are  fresh  from  college  and  have  had  but  little  or  no  experience  in 
teaching,  but  every  effort  is  made  to  assist  them  through  conferences  with  the 
State  Superintendent  and  Inspector  of  High  Schools,  through  visitation  and 
suggestion,  and  through  high-school  literature  sent  out  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment and  from  the  University. 

Receipts  and  Expenditures. — The  total  receipts  this  year  increased  from 
$123,318.16  to  $138,631.77,  and  the  total  expenditures  increased  from  $112,985.63 
to  $127,054.88,  making  a  net  increase  of  $15,313.61  in  receipts  and  $14,069.25 
in   expenditures. 

The  average  salary  of  the  high-school  principal  was  increased  from  $622.42 
to  $665.93.  There  were  10  principals  who  received  $1,000  or  more,  and  27 
who  received  less  than  $500.  These  figures  do  not  include  four  graded  schools 
that  received  students  on  a  tuition  basis  and  one  school  whose  term  was 
unavoidably  cut  short.  The  total  expenditures  for  principals'  salaries  in- 
creased from  $98,187.59  to  $109,878.52. 

The  average  amount  expended  per  pupil  enrolled  was  $22 ;  the  average  cost 
per  pupil  in  daily  attendance  was  $30.65.  The  highest  amount  paid  per  pupil 
seems  to  have  been  paid  in  the  Morven  High  School.  The  cost  per  pupil 
enrolled  in  that  school  was  $59.38,  and  the  cost  per  pupil  in  daily  attendance 
was  $92.54.  This,  of  course,  with  our  present  limited  funds  for  high-school 
instruction,  is  out  of  reason. 

There  were  calls  this  year  for  about  $25,000  more  for  high-school  instruc- 
tion than  was  available.  Many  of  the  schools  have  now  developed  to  the 
point  where  additional  equipment  and  teaching  force  are  absolutely  necessary 
if  they  are  to  continue  to  develop  and  to  increase  in  efficiency. 

Length  of  Term. — The  average  length  of  the  term  of  the  high  schools  was 
30  2-5  weeks.     This  is  an  increase  of  only  two-fifths  of  a  week  over  last  year. 

Improvement  in  Equipment  and  High-school  Environment. — Several  new 
high-school  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  and  much  decided 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  general  surroundings  of  many  of  the 
schools.  Several  schools,  too,  have  secured  dormitories,  two  have  secured 
large  and  valuable  farms  (Reynoldson  High  School  in  Gates  County  and 
Teacheys  High  School  in  Duplin  County),  and  many  have  made  advancement 
in  other  directions.  I  have  appended  below  a  number  of  extracts  from  the 
principals'  reports  which  tell  in  a  terse,  concise  way  something  of  the  im- 
provements made  in  the  directions  mentioned  above  and  also  show  the  schools 
and  the  communities  in  which  such  activity  has  been  taking  place. 

The  photographs  in  this  report  show  a  few  of  the  new  buildings  recently 
erected  to  accommodate  public  high  schools.  All  of  those  shown,  with  possi- 
bly one  exception,  were  erected  or  enlarged  and  improved  in  response  to  the 
demand  for  better  accommodations  for  the  high  schools.  These  few  views 
tell  a  more  graphic  story  of  the  progress  that  has  been  made  than  could  be 
given  in  words. 

Better  Internal  Organization. — A  persistent  effort  has  been  made  to  improve 
the  internal  organization  of  the  high  schools,  and  some  improvement  has  been 
made  in  this  direction.  Much  has  been  accomplished  towards  this  end 
through  the  high-school  literature,  and  especially  through  the  series  of  con- 
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ferences  held  with  the  principals  and  county  superintendents  at  Greensboro, 
Greenville,  Asheville,  and  Goldsboro. 

Conferences  with  Principals. — These  meetings  afforded  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity for  the  principals  to  discuss  together,  in  an  informal  way,  with  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  State  Inspector  of  Public 
High  Schools,  some  of  their  definite  problems,  and  to  have  answered  such 
questions  relating  to  the  organization  and  administration  of  the  high  schools 
as  they  might  wish  to  ask.  In  this  way  they  got  a  better  understanding  of 
what  the  high-school  movement  really  means,  were  better  prepared  to  attack 
their  problems  in  the  light  of  larger  experience,  were  better  enabled  to  see 
matters  of  administration  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  State,  and  thus  to 
work  together  with  greater  unity  of  purpose. 

No  formal  programs  were  prepared  for  these  meetings,  but  the  general 
order  of  work  and  the  topics  discussed  were  about  as  follows : 

Fiest  Day — A  joint  meeting  of  the  county  superintendents  and  public  high- 
school  principals,  at  which  meeting  topics  of  common  interest  were  discussed ; 
such  as  The  Relation  of  the  Public  High  School  to  the  County  System  of 
Schools ;  The  Necessity  for  Cooperation  Between  the  Principal  and  the  Super- 
intendent; The  Necessity  for  Keeping  Complete  Records,  and  for  Making 
Prompt  and  Accurate  Reports    (financial  and  statistical). 

Second  Day — A  meeting  of  the  high-school  principals,  at  which  such  topics 
as  the  following  were  discussed :  The  Admission,  Gradation,  and  Promotion 
of  Pupils ;  brief  reports  from  the  various  principals  as  to  the  progress  of 
their  schools ;  The  High-school  Library  and  the  Literary  Society ;  How  to 
Advertise  the  School  Through  Catalogues,  Circular-letters,  and  the  Local 
Press ;  and  various  other  topics  which  the  principals  brought  up  for  dis- 
cussion. 

These  meetings  certainly  should  be  continued,  for  they  have  meant  more 
for  the  improvement  of  the  schools  than  any  other  single  effort  put  forth  in 
this  direction. 

HIGH-SCHOOL    INSTRUCTION     IN    TWO-TEACHER    SCHOOLS. 

I  wish  to  quote  from  my  report  for  last  year  what  I  had  to  say  regarding 
high-school  instruction  in  two-teacher  schools  : 

"As  soon  as  it  is  practicable  to  do  so,  it  will  be  to  the  best  interest  of  both 
the  public  high  schools  and  the  elementary  schools  to  discontinue  the  teaching 
of  high-school" branches  in  the  two-teacher  country  schools.  There  are  per- 
haps 800  or  more  of  these  two-teacher  schools  in  which  some  high-school 
instruction  is  given.  I  have  taken  occasion  to  look  into  the  work  of  these 
schools  as  closely  and  as  carefully  as  time  would  permit,  and  I  am  frank  to 
say  that  much  of  the  high-school  instruction  offered  is  but  little  better  than 
none  at  all. 

"Two  teachers  who  have  to  instruct  65  or  more  pupils  in  all  the  branches  of 
the  first  seven  grades  ought  not  to  attempt  to  give  instruction  in  the  high- 
school  branches.  To  do  so  is,  in  most  cases,  a  mere  waste  of  time.  It  means, 
too,  that  the  lower  grades  must  be  neglected  and  that  the  high-school  instruc- 
tion must  be  given  in  a  haphazard  way,  without  any  plan  or  system,  and 
without  adequate  time  for  recitation  periods.  It  too  frequently  happens  that 
two  or  three  advanced  pupils  who  are  pursuing  one  or  two  high-school  sub- 
jects— say,  Latin  and  Algebra   or  General  History — are  allowed  to  take  up 
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one-half  (or  more  in  some  cases)  of  one  teacher's  time,  while  30  or  40  pupils 
in  the  elementary  grades  are  being  neglected.  Again  it  happens  that  the 
recitation  periods  for  the  high-school  classes  are  not  more  than  ten  minutes  in 
length,  and  thus  the  high-school  pupils  are  neglected;  or,  sometimes,  the 
teacher  has  a  "favorite  study"  which  is  overstressed  to  the  neglect  of  all 
other  subjects.  Such  aimless,  haphazard  work  ought  not  to  be  permitted ;  and 
now  that  the  public  high  school  is  within  comparatively  easy  reach  of  all 
pupils  of  high-school  grade,  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  such  pupils  should 
not  be  taken  out  of  the  local  two-teacher  school  and  sent  on  to  the  public 
high  school. 

"Of  course,  local  community  pride  will  in  many  cases  revolt  against  this 
idea,  and  may  for  a  time  operate  against  the  plan  proposed ;  but  as  soon  as 
the  general  public  shall  become  actually  sensible  of  the  fact  that  the  high 
school  is  not  merely  a  local  school,  but  that  it  is  a  county  institution,  this 
objection  will  no  longer  exist.  The  County  Superintendent  can  do  much  to 
remedy  the  situation  discussed  above  by  encouraging  the  older  pupils  to  go  on 
to  the  public  high  school,  and  many  of  them  are  exerting  their  influence  in 
this  direction  with  good  results.  But  there  are  not  a  few  cases  in  which  the 
pride  of  the  teacher  has  counteracted  the  influence  of  the  Superintendent  and 
kept  the  pupils  at  home  in  the  two-teacher  school  by  assuring  parents  that 
just  as  good  advantages  are  offered  in  the  local  school  as  are  offered  in  the 
high  school.  This  situation  can  be  met  most  effectually  by  requiring  every 
teacher  in  the  public  schools  who  teaches  high-school  subjects  to  hold  a  State 
certificate. 

"If  the  public  schools  having  three  or  more  teachers  continue  to  give  high- 
school  instruction,  they  ought  to  be  required  to  employ  for  this  work  regu- 
larly licensed  high-school  teachers,  to  organize  their  work  upon  a  respectable 
basis,  allowing  adequate  time  for  recitation  periods,  and  to  follow  systematic 
courses  of  instruction.  Otherwise,  such  schools  will  operate  against  any  com- 
pact and  effective  organization  of  the  public  high-school  work." 

THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  OPERATED  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  that  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  elementary 
school  operated  in  connection  with  the  public  high  school.  I  beg  to  repeat 
what  I  had  to  say  in  this  connection  in  my  report  one  year  ago : 

"The  public  high  school  has  a  vital  organic  relation  to  the  public  elementary 
school  below  it,  and  this  relationship  must  never  be  lost  sight  of.  If  either 
the  public  high  school  or  the  elementary  school  is  ever  to  be  made  really 
efficient,  the  other  must  be  made  reasonably  so.  It  is  necessary,  then,  that  a 
little  more  attention  be  paid  to  the  elementary  school  conducted  in  connection 
with  the  public  high  school.  Although  both  schools  may  at  present  be  con- 
ducted in  the  same  building,  they  are  legally  constituted  two  separate  and 
distinct  schools.  The  public  high  school  is  held  up  to  requirements  that  the 
elementary  school  may  disregard  with  impunity.  The  one  belongs  to  the 
county  and  is  open,  free  of  tuition,  to  pupils  of  high-school  age  residing  in  all 
parts  of  the  county;  the  other  is  purely  local,  drawing  its  patronage  only 
from  the  contiguous  territory.  The  one  must  be  reasonably  well  equipped, 
must  follow  systematic  courses  of  instruction,  and  must  have  competent 
instructors;  the  other,  too  frequently,  is  a  law  unto  itself  in  these  respects. 
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The  public  high  school  has  at  its  head  a  principal  licensed  by  the  State,  who 
also  exercises  supervisory  and  disciplinary  functions  over  the  elementary 
school,  but  he  has  no  voice  in  the  selection  of  the  teachers  whose  work  he  is 
to  supervise,  nor  has  the  County  Board  of  Education  or  the  State. 

"Now,  it  is  necessary  that  the  elementary  schools  which  are  operated  in 
connection  with  the  public  high  schools,  in  the  same  building  and  under  the 
same  principal,  shall  be  well  equipped,  well  organized,  and  well  taught.  The 
merely  nominal  requirement,  that  the  elementary  school  shall  be  well  provided 
for,  is  practically  inoperative. 

"Much  can  be  done  to  improve  these  elementary  schools  by  establishing  for 
them  some  standard  of  teaching  efficiency.  Every  teacher  in  one  of  these 
schools  ought  to  be  required  at  least  to  hold  the  first-grade  county  certificate, 
and  a  much  better  requirement  would  be  that  every  such  teacher  should  hold  the 
five-year  State  certificate.  To  exact  such  a  requirement  at  once  would  seem, 
in  many  cases,  to  impose  an  undue  hardship ;  nevertheless,  it  would  certainly 
improve  the  instruction  in  the  elementary  grades,  which  would  mean  decided 
improvement  in  the  high  school  as  well.  And  along  with  this  requirement 
should  come  minimum  salary  and  minimum  term  regulations.  Not  a  few 
communities  are  at  present  crippling  their  elementary  schools  in  order  to  raise 
the  required  funds  for  the  high  schools.  This  should  not  be  allowed.  The 
high  school  and  the  elementary  school  must  be  improved  together." 

Again,  many  of  the  high  schools  are  to-day  so  seriously  fettered  by  the  ele- 
mentary schools  operated  in  connection  with  them  that  development  seems 
hopeless.  Time  and  again  it  happens  that  a  local  committee  will  endeavor  to 
use,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  high-school  funds  for  elementary  school 
instruction.  Of  course,  this  practice  is  forbidden,  and  it  is  checked  whenever 
it  is  discovered.  But  local  committees  in  too  many  cases  do  not  discriminate 
between  the  elementary  school  and  the  high  school.  If  the  money  is  to  the 
credit  of  the  school,  they  are  going  to  use  it  in  one  way  or  another.  It  seems 
difficult  to  get  committees  to  understand  in  the  first  place  the  meaning  of 
"high  school,"  and  in  the  second  place  that  the  high  school  and  the  elementary 
school,  though  operated  in  the  same  building,  are  legally  constituted  two  sep- 
arate and  distinct  schools.  It  frequently  happens  that  an  effort  is  made, 
where  the  elementary  school  is  crowded  and  the  high  school  is  not,  to  force 
the  principal  to  do  a  part  of  the  elementary  school  work ;  again  it  happens 
that  an  effort  is  made  to  have  one  of  the  elementary  school  teachers  paid  from 
the  high-school  fund  by  giving  her  a  class  in  the  high  school  and  paying  her, 
say,  two-thirds  of  her  salary  out  of  the  high-school  fund.  For  such  illegal 
practices  the  apportionments  to  several  schools  have  been  greatly  reduced  or 
withdrawn  altogether.  It  was  never  intended  by  the  high-school  law  that  one 
cent  of  the  high-school  fund  should  go  for  elementary  instruction,  thus  causing 
the  local  elementary  school  to  develop  at  the  expense  of  the  county  high 
school,  nor  that  the  elementary  school  operated  in  connection  with  the  high 
school  should  become  a  fetter  to  the  high  school  and  thus  handicap  its  growth. 

The  point  at  issue  here  is  that  in  too  many  cases  the  administrative  policy 
of  the  high  school  is  too  largely  shaped  by  local  opinion  and  governed  by 
purely  local  needs.  Definite  standards  of  excellence  must  be  demanded  of  the 
high  school  which  the  local  elementary  school  for  the  present  cannot  hope  to 
attain,  and  these  standards  can  only  be  demanded  by  officials  whose  policy 
and  action  are  not  shaped  wholly  by  local  needs. 
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Unless  the  evils  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  are  eliminated  or 
reduced  to  a  minimum,  it  is  going  to  be  necessary  to  segregate  the  high  school 
from  the  elementary  school  altogether.  It  is  beginning  to  appear  that  segre- 
gation is  the  only  satisfactory  solution  to  this  problem  if  the  integrity  of  the 
high  school  is  to  be  preserved  and  if  its  standard  of  efficiency  is  to  be  ad- 
vanced. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  my  report  two  years  ago  I  called  attention  in  a  general  way  to  the  type 
of  central  high  school  that  we  should  begin  to  build.  I  wish  to  bring  forward 
certain  passages  from  that  report : 

"As  at  present  organized,  the  public  high  school  is  within  comparatively 
easy  reach  of  the  majoritj^  of  pupils  of  high-school  age.  Thus  the  high 
school  is  a  matter  of  personal  interest  to  a  majority  of  the  people,  and  this 
popular  interest  is  going  to  serve  as  a  valuable  asset  in  our  work  of  the 
future.  In  starting  this  system  we  have  proceeded  along  the  line  of  least 
resistance,  and  I  am  confident  we  have  made  a  proper  beginning.  A  sure 
foundation  has  been  laid  upon  which  the  structure  of  the  future  may  be 
reared.  Now,  if  we  are  to  develop  the  type  of  high  school  that  can  be  made 
of  most  service,  we  must  begin  to  build  along  somewhat  broader  lines ;  we 
must  take  steps  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  to  develop  the  strong 
central  high  school,  one  for  each  county,  fully  equipped,  offering  strong 
courses  of  study,  and  segregated,  if  necessary,  from  the  elementary  school. 
This  central  school,  in  every  case,  should  be  required  to  offer  full  four-year 
courses  of  instruction,  in  the  classics,  the  sciences,  and  industry.  I  am  confi- 
dent that  this  type  of  school  must  come  if  the  demands  of  the  present  and 
the  future  are  to  be  met,  and  if  the  high-school  work  is  to  possess  the  strength, 
and  the  dignity,  and  the  importance  that  justly  belong  to  it.  And  as  these 
schools  grow  and  extend  their  influence  there  must  come  in  connection  with 
each  one  the  principal's  home,  the  mess-hall,  and  dormitory  facilities.  A  few 
counties  are  now  ready,  it  seems  to  me,  to  build  .the  central  high  school,  and  I 
can  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  be  encouraged  to  do  so.     *     *     * 

"The  mess-hall  and  the  dormitory  are  adjuncts  that  must  be  provided  very 
soon.  Already  hundreds  of  students  from  the  adjoining  districts  and  from 
distant  parts  of  the  counties  are  crowding  into  these  public  high  schools,  who 
must  find  board  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  schools.     *     *     * 

"Another  matter  that  ought  to  be  considered  in  planning  for  the  central 
high  school  of  the  future  is  that  of  acquiring  suitable  lands  for  the  purposes 
of  agricultural  and  industrial  instruction.  When  it  is  generally  understood 
by  the  people  of  the  rural  districts  that  the  State,  has  taken  up  the  work  of 
secondary  education  with  seriousness  of  purpose,  and  that  it  intends  to  build 
for  its  youth  such  schools  as  the  future  may  demand,  then  it  will  be  an  easy 
matter  to  secure  by  donation,  without  one  cent  of  cost  in  most  cases,  at  a 
very  small  expense  in  any  case,  sufficient  lands  for  the  purposes  of  the  high 
school.  It  will  be  a  very  wise  investment  for  any  community  to  donate  the 
land  for  the  central  high  school  to  the  county  in  order  to  secure  the  location 
of  the  school.  The  increasing  demand  for  instruction  in  agriculture,  domestic 
science,  and  manual  training  is  bound  to  be  met  in  some  way,  and  in  planning 
for  the  larger  growth  of  the  public  high  school  this  fact  must  be  taken  into 
consideration. 

"This,  in  brief,  is  the  plan  we  must  begin  to  work  towards.  We  cannot  ac- 
complish everything  at  once,  but  if  the  proper  encouragement  is  given,  it  will 
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be  a  matter  of  only  a  few  years  before  every  county  in  the  State  can  have 
and  will  have  one  strong  central  high  school.  But  in  recommending  the  cen- 
tral high  school  I  would  not  be  misunderstood ;  I  do  not  advocate  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  small  high  school,  such  as  now  exists  in  most  of  the  counties. 
It  will  doubtless  be  necessary  to  discontinue  many  of  the  small  schools,  but 
it  will  be  well  if,  in  addition  to  the  central  school,  each  county,  according  to 
its  wealth  and  size,  can  maintain  from  two  to  four  small  secondary  schools 
conveniently  located  and  offering  about  two  years  of  the  high-school  course. 
These  small  schools  can  be  operated  at  small  expense,  and  they  will  bring 
high-school  instruction  within  reach  of  a  larger  number  of  pupils  who  will 
not,  for  some  years,  at  any  rate,  attend  the  central  school." 

The  logical  unit  of  organization  and  of  support  for  the  central  high  school 
is  the  county ;  and,  if  the  type  of  school  which  we  most  need  is  to  be  developed, 
it  is  plain  that  the  county  must  be  made  the  basis  of  its  support  rather  than 
the  district  or  the  township.  To  make  the  county  the  unit  would  not  only 
make  it  possible  for  the  central  high  school  to  receive  adequate  support,  but 
it  would  also  remove  the  officers  from  certain  local  fettering  influences  that 
are  now  impeding  the  progress  of  so  many  of  our  schools.  Provision  should 
be  made  to  allow  counties  establishing  central  high  schools  to  provide  for 
their  support  either  by  a  direct  high-school  tax  or  by  apportionment  from  the 
general  county  school  fund  in  cases  where  this  fund  is  sufficiently  large  to 
justify  it. 

Certain  it  is  that  more  money  must  be  raised  for  the  central  high  school ; 
yet  in  many  counties  there  is  far  more  expended  for  high-school  instruction 
of  an  indifferent  sort  than  would  be  required  to  operate  a  first-class  central 
high  school,  could  this  be  concentrated  and  could  the  high-school  pupils  be 
assembled  in  one  school. 

The  township,  or  in  some  cases  the  district  or  village,  could  be  .made  the 
unit  of  organization  for  the  small  two-year  school  now  in  operation  in  so 
many  of  the  counties.  As  so  many  of  the  short-term  county  schools  are  not 
able  to  prepare  adequately  for  high-school  work,  it  might  be  well  to  allow 
those  small  schools  to  offer  three  years'  work,  beginning  with  the  seventh 
grade.  They  could  then  advance  their  students  so  they  could  complete  the 
remainder  of  the  course  at  the  central  high  school  in  two  years.  It  may  be 
found  practicable  to  continue  these  schools  as  State  graded  schools,  thus  en- 
abling them  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  instruction  from  the  first  grade 
up.  Such  a  plan  would  have  telling  effect  upon  increasing  local  taxation  and 
consolidation,  and  in  hastening  transportation  where  that  is  necessary. 

If  such  a  plan  as  I  have  briefly  sketched  is  ever  carried  out.  the  State  ap- 
propriation for  high  schools  would  have  to  be  greatly  increased  in  order  that 
the  maximum  State  apportionment  to  the  central  high  school  might  be  $1,500 
or  $2,000,  made  on  condition,  of  course,  that  all  necessary  buildings,  equip- 
ment, etc.,  be  provided  without  cost  to  the  State,  and  that  the  county  contrib- 
ute a  like  amount  for  annual  expenses  of  the  high  school,  raised  either  by 
taxation  or  by  apportionment  from  the  general  county  fund. 

SUMMARY  OF   RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  Make  the  county  the  unit  of  organization  and  the  unit  of  support. 

2.  Segregate  the  central  high  school  from  the  elementary  school,  and  thus 
free  it  from  too  great  dominance  of  purely  local  interest  and  influence. 
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3.  Continue  the  small  two-year  high  schools  now  in  operation,  converting 
them,  if  necessary,  into  State  graded  schools,  and  requiring  of  their  lower 
grades  higher  standards  of  efficiency. 

4.  Increase  the  State  appropriation  for  public  high  schools  to  $100  000,  and 
increase  the  maximum  apportionment  to  the  central  school  to  $1,500  or  $2,000.

The  museum  has  been  greatly  increased  in  size,  and  three  cases  have  been 
secured  in  which  to  keep  it.  A  teacher's  chair  and  desk,  and  ten  desks  for 
the  primary  room  have  been  purchased.  A  Woman's  Betterment  Association 
has  been  organized  and  is  doing  excellent  work.  A  new  building  is  to  be 
erected  this  summer,  and  another  teacher  added  to  the  teaching  force  of  the 
high  school  next  year.      The  outlook  for  the  future  is  bright. 


Principal  Ethel  May  Carroll,  Mars  Hill  High  School,  Bertie  County: 
Another  room,  valued  at  $200,  has  been  added  to  the  building  as  a  result 
of  betterment  work. 

Principal  F.  M.  Smith,  Bladenooro  High  School,  Bladen  County: 
Music  department  has  been  added,  a  music-room  built,  and  piano  installed. 


Principal  L.  A.  Bickle,  Rocky  River  High  School,  Caharrus  County: 
A  new  school  building  now  occupies  a  more  desirable  site.     It  is  well  ar- 
ranged and  suitably  furnished  with  desks  and  blackboards. 


Principal  L.  E.  Mauney,  Murphy  High  School,  Cherokee  Coimty. 
New  building  is  now  in  progress,  to  cost  $20,000. 
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Principal  D.  M.  Stallings,  HayesvilJe  High  School,  Clay  County: 

With  a  dormitory  to  accommodate  our  boarding  students  and  with  more 

funds  to  increase  our  teaching  force,  we  could  double  our  enrollment  for  next 

year.  

Principal  S.  G.  Hasty,  Churchland  High  School,  Davidson  County: 
Our  literary  society  halls  have  recently  been  furnished.     Our  reading-room 
has  been  supplied  with  numbers  of  magazines  and  papers. 


Principal  P.  E.  Shaw,  Teacheys  High  School,  Duplin  County: 
The  Betterment  Association,  composed  of  the  people  of  the  district,  bought  a 
$2,000  school  farm,  a  team,  and  farming  implements,  and  have  the  land  now 
in  cultivation ;  also,  employ  the  principal  twelve  months  in  the  year,  so  he 
lives  on  the  farm  and  has  general  supervision  of  both  the  farm  and  school. 


Principal  B.  I.  Tart,  Warsaw  High  School,  Duplin  County: 
We  expect  to  erect  a  new  school  building,  to  cost  not  less  than  $12,000, 
next  year.  

Principal  J.  W.  Daniel,  Bethania  High  School,  Forsyth  County: 
As  we  stated  in  our  last  report,  the  front  lawn  of  the  school  property  has 
been  beautifully  graded,  laid  off  in  walks,  sown  in  grass,  and  enclosed  by  a 
neat  and  substantial  fence. 

Three  hundred  strong,  neat  folding  chairs  have  been  provided  for  the  audi- 
torium. Just  before  our  last  commencement  electric  lights  were  installed  in 
our  building.  Another  piano  was  bought  during  the  last  session.  We  now 
have  two,  and  our  facilities  for  music  are  good. 


Principal  J.  W.  Speas,  Kernersville  High  School,  Forsyth  County: 

A  number  of  new  desks  have  been  added.     Fixtures  for  electric  lights  have 

been  placed  in  the  building.     A  library  has  been  started,  and  forty  volumes 

have  been  secured.  

Principal  Santford  Martin,  Bunn  High  School,  Franklin  County: 
The  school  building  has  been  painted  inside.     Gas  lights  have  been  installed 
throughout  the  building.      One   hundred   volumes   have   been   added   to   the 
library.     Proceeds  of  a  play  given  at  commencement,  amounting  to  $63,  left 
in  the  treasury  to  be  used  for  school  improvements  next  year. 


Principal  S.  G.  Lindsay,  Dallas  High  School,  Gaston  County: 
Forty  volumes  have  been  added  to  our  library.  Woman's  Betterment  Asso- 
ciation purchased  six  water-coolers  for  school,  costing  $22.50.  Electric  lights 
have  been  put  in  auditorium.  Dusteen  was  put  on  all  school  floors,  and  a 
quantity  of  disinfectant  was  purchased.  Two  hundred  dollars  was  spent  in 
painting  and  repairing  interior  of  schoolrooms. 
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Mes.  T.  W.  Costen,  Principal  Reynoldson  High  School,  Gates  County: 
A  fine  school  spirit  pervades  the  community.  The  trustees  have  purchased 
for  the  school  a  90-acre  farm,  adjoining  the  school  grounds,  at  a  cost  of  $3,000. 
(There  is  a  large  three-story  building  on  the  farm  purchased,  formerly  used 
as  a  hotel,  which  will  be  removed  and  used  as  a  dormitory  building  and  prin- 
cipal's home.)  A  music  school  of  17  pupils  adds  a  fourth  member  to  the 
faculty.  The  Betterment  Association  presented  a  $10  flag  on  Thanksgiving 
Day.  A  number  of  farmers  in  the  community  have  planted  each  an  acre  of 
corn  for  the  school.  

Principal  J.  A.  Pitts,  Creedmoor  High  School,  Granville  County: 

Trees  have  been  planted  and  the  grounds  sown  in  preparation  for  grass. 

The  school  has  grown  in  numbers  so  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  the  fifth 

teacher  another  year. 

Principal  M.  S.  Giles,  Stem  High  School,  Granville  County: 
The  new  building  erected  during  the  summer  of  1909  was  in  readiness  for 
the  opening  September  13.  This  building,  which  cost  $4,000,  is  one  of  Stem's 
best  assets.  It  is  furnished  with  patent  desks  and  nice  blackboards.  The 
Woman's  Betterment  Association,  organized  this  year,  has  raised  $220.  Build- 
ing painted  since  school  closed. 

Principal  S.  T.  Liles,  Monticello  High  School,  Guilford  County: 

New  high-school   building  erected,   costing  $3,500.     Thirty-two   new  patent 

single  desks  bought  and  presented  to  the  school  by  the  high-school  pupils. 

New  10-room  boarding-house  erected,  costing  $2,500.     Another  teacher  added. 


Principal  W.  H.  Albright,  Aurelian  Springs  High  School,  Halifax  County: 
One  new  room  added,  extra  teacher  employed,  and  blackboards,  teachers' 
desks,  etc.,  added.     School  growing  all  the  time  in  numbers,  efficiency,   and 
ability  to  promote  the  cause  of  education.     We  are  anxious  to  establish  a  de- 
partment of  domestic  science;  also,  a  school  farm. 


Miss  Josephine  McLendon,  Principal  Harmony  High  School,  Iredell  County: 
Music  hall  built,  and  piano  placed  in  same. 


Principal  J.  M.  Watts,  Scotts  High  School,  Iredell  County: 
Building  has  been  enlarged  and  painted.     It  is  now  much  more  convenient, 
and  the  seating  capacity  has  been  increased  at  least  35  per  cent. 


Principal  L.  T.  Royall,  Benson  High  School,  Johnston  County: 
.    An  additional  lot  has  been  purchased,  thereby  enlarging  our  grounds.     Prep- 
arations are  being  made  to  enlarge  the  building  at  once. 
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Principal  J.  Lacy  McLean,  Wilson's  Mills  High  School,  Johnston  County: 
We  have  raised  $65  for  the  piano  fund. 


Principal  Alex.  H.  White,  Pollocks ville  High  School,  Jones  County: 
Trees  planted  on  yard.      A  first-class  piano  purchased.      A  music  depart- 
ment established. 

Miss  Josie  Doub,  Principal  Jonesboi-o  High  School,  Lee  County: 
Our  school  has  been  furnished  with  90  new  patent  desks,  4  water-coolers, 
5  coal  heaters  that  replaced  wood  stoves,  and  a  library  of  145  volumes.     The 
school  children  were  organized  into  a  Junior  Betterment  League  to  keep  the 
grounds  in  good  condition. 

Miss  Lauba  M.  Jones,  Principal  Higclonville  High  School,  Macon  County: 
New  building ;  road ;  50  feet  of  blackboard ;  money  has  been  raised  to  bring 
water  to  the  house  in  pipes.     This  will  be  done  before  the  fall  term  opens. 


Principal  Hoy  Taylor,  Biscoe  High  School,  Montgomery  County: 
The  fourth  year  and  another  teacher  are  to  be  added  next  year. 


Principal  W.  F.  Allen,  Southern  Pines  High  School,  Moore  County: 
The  school  grounds  have  been  cleared  of  weeds,  etc.     A  bubble  fountain  has 
been  placed  in  the  playgrounds. 

Principal  Paul  H.  Nance,  Red  Oak  High  School,  Nash  County: 
Supplementary  library,  ten  patent  desks,  two  pianos  added.      One  ten-room 
dormitory  built,  costing,  with  furniture,  etc.,  about  $2,250.

We  have  enclosed  school  grounds  with  a  $75  fence ;  have  built  cement  walk 
at  $75 ;  and  added  $8  worth  of  books  to  our  English  library.

kitchen.     We    have    bought    a    physics    laboratory.     We    also    have    a    small 

laboratory  for  teaching  agriculture. 


Principal  R.  C.  Holton,  Wakelon  High  School,  Wake  County: 

Yielding  somewhat  to  the  demand  for  less  Latin,  I  did  not  require  it  to  be 
taken  by  pupils  having  little  opportunity  of  going  to  college,  or  by  those  seri- 
ously objecting  to  that  study.  I  supplied  instrumental  music,  agriculture, 
and  civil  government. 

The  Wakelon  and  Zebulon  divisions  of  the  school  were  brought  together  (in 
the  new  $15,000  building)  February  14,  and  the  work  more  thoroughly  organ- 
ized.     Two  rooms  were  then  available  for  the  high-school  work. 

The  school  farm  idea  is  getting  a  better  hold,  and  one  acre  is  being  well 
cultivated.  A  ton  of  high-grade  guano  has  been  given.  First  crop  is  good 
Irish  potatoes ;  second  will  be  corn. 

By  invitation  of  Dr.  Hill,  the  whole  school  visited  the  A.  and  M.  College, 
the  Capitol,  the  Governor,  and  Museum  on  April  23.  That  was  a  great  day 
for  us  all.      This  is  the  first  high  school  to  visit  the  Governor  in  his  office. 

We  get  the  weather  maps,  reports,  and  bulletins  of  the  U.  S.  Government. 


Principal  E.  P.  Dixon,  Wise  High  School,  Warren  County: 
Finished  paying  $75  on  piano.      New  $15  bookcase  bought.      Also  added  $30 
worth  of  books  to  the  library.     Class  in  agriculture  begun.     An  acre  is  being 
worked  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 


Principal  A.  R.  Freeman,  Pikeville  High  School,  Wayne  County: 
We  have  brought  the  library  up  to  335  volumes,  bought  maps  and  pictures 
and  installed  gasoline  lights.  A  patron  has  promised  to  give  the  lumber  for 
a  music-room,  and  this  will  be  built  during  the  summer.  Interest  is  stimu- 
lated in  the  school  by  frequent  notices  in  the  local  papers  in  regard  to  the 
work.      The  publishing  of  a  catalogue  was  also  found  to  be  very  helpful. 


Principal  E.  G.  Suttlemyre,  Willcesooro  High  School,  Wilkes  County: 
The  school  building  has  been  practically  completed,  and  310  opera  chairs 
are  now  being  placed  in  the  auditorium.      For  this  and  for  other  purposes

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about  $600  has  been  raised  by  private  donations  and  entertainments.  Ar- 
rangements are  now  being  made  to  change  the  old  building  into  a  dormitory 
for  boarding  students  next  year. 

Principal  John  S.  Mitchell,  Courtney  High  School,  Yadkin  County: 
School  grounds  have  been  enlarged  and  a  teachers'  home  built  since  last 
year.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  YEAR'S  PROGRESS. 

dumber,  Classification,  and  Distribution  of  Schools. — During  the  scholastic 
year  covered  by  this  report,  1910-1911,  the  number  of  public  high  schools  in 
operation  increased  over  the  preceding  year  from  170  to  177.  Two  schools 
were  discontinued,  one  failed  to  open,  and  ten  new  schools  were  established, 
making  a  net  gain  of  seven  in  the  number  in  operation.  The  number  of 
schools  reporting  four-year  courses  increased  from  10  to  20;  the  number 
reporting  three-year  courses  decreased  from  69  to  63;  and  the  number 
reporting  two-year  courses  increased  from  91  to  94.  There  were  ten  counties 
in  which  no  public  high  schools  were  in  operation,  namely,  Brunswick, 
Chowan,  Dare,  Graham,  New  Hanover,  Pasquotank,  Perquimans,  Tyrrell, 
Yancey  and  Watauga.  Although  no  public  high  school  apportionment  is 
made  to  them,  three  of  these  counties  are  not  without  good  high  school 
facilities.  Pasquotank  is  pretty  well  taken  care  of  by  the  Elizabeth  City 
High  School;  New  Hanover  by  the  Wilmington  City  High  School;  and 
Watauga  by  the  Appalachian  Training  School. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance. — The  enrollment  this  year  increased  from 
5,775  to  6,514,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  from  4,145  to  4,716.  The 
increase  in  enrollment  over  the  preceding  year  was  739,  or  12.8  per  cent,  and 
the  increase  in  attendance  was  561,  or  13.5  per  cent.  The  number  of  stu- 
dents enrolled  from  outside  the  local  districts  was  1,914;  the  number  of 
boarding  students  enrolled  was  1,334;  and  the  number  of  teachers  enrolled 
was  315. 

Teaching  Force. — The  number  of  teachers  was  increased  from  259  to  273, 
and,  as  has  been  the  case  for  the  past  two  years,  there  was  urgent  need 
for  more  assistant  teachers  in  many  of  the  more  prosperous  schools.  Inade- 
quate funds  made  it  impossible  to  meet  this  need  in  too  many  cases. 

Most  of  the  teachers  are  graduates  of  our  better  colleges  and  universities, 
and  practically  all  of  those  who  are  not  graduates  are  college  trained.  It  is 
true  that  many  who  enter  the  work  are  fresh  from  college  and  without 
practical  experience  in  the  school  room.  Every  effort  is  made  to  assist 
such  teachers  through  conferences  with  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  and  the  State  Inspector  of  High  Schools,  by  visitation  and 
correspondence,  and  through  literature  sent  out  both  from  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction  and  from  the  University. 

Receipts  and  Expenditures. — The  total  receipts  this  year  increased  from 
$138,631.77  to  $147,191.65,  and  the  total  expenditures  increased  from  $127,- 
054.88  to  $137,666.58,  making  a  net  increase  of  $8,459.88  in  receipts  and 
$10,611.70  in  expenditures. 

The  average  salary  paid  the  high  school  principal  was  increased  from 
$665.93  to  $682.72.  There  were  12  principals  who  received  $1,000  or  more, 
and  24  who  received  less  than  $500.     These  figures  do  not  include  the  sal- 
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aries  of  six  principals  of  graded  schools  that  received  pupils  on  a  tuition 
basis.  The  total  expenditures  for  principals'  salaries  increased  from  $109,- 
878.52  to  $118,150.97. 

The  average  amount  expended  per  student  enrolled  was  $21.13;  the 
average  cost  per  student  in  daily  attendance  was  $29.25. 

Length  of  Term. — The  average  length  of  term  was  exactly  as  that  for 
the  preceding  year,  30  2-5  weeks. 

Improvement  in  Equipment  and  Environment.— A  number  of  new  high 
school  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  and  continued  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  the  general  surroundings  of  many  of  the  schools. 
Several  schools  have  secured  dormitories,  and  many  have  made  advance- 
ment in  other  directions.  The  extracts  from  the  principals'  reports  appended 
below  tell  in  a  direct,  concise  way  something  of  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  in  the  directions  mentioned  above,  and  they  also  show  the  schools  and 
the  communities  in  which  such  activity  has  been  taking  place. 

Better  Internal  Organization. — A  persistent  effort  has  been  made  to  get 
the  schools  better  organized  internally,  and  some  progress  has  been  made 
in  this  direction.  Much  has  been  accomplished  toward  this  end  through 
the  high  school  literature,  and  especially  through  the  conferences  with  the 
principals  held  at  Winston,  Edenton,  Wilmington,  Asheville,  and  Statesville. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  PRINCIPALS'  REPORTS. 

Alamance  County. 

Principal  B.  M.  Rogers,  Hawfields  High  School: 

One  of  our  boys  took  the  Guilford  College  Inter-school  Declamation  Medal. 
We  have  subscriptions  all  ready  to  build  an  auditorium  this  summer.  A 
collection  of  books  has  been  added  to  the  library. 

Alexander  County. 

Principal  J.  A.  White,  Taylorsville  High  School : 

Before  opening  last  fall,  the  entire  building  was  thoroughly  renovated. 
Brick  walls  treated  with  a  coat  of  kalsomine. 

Twelve  were  enrolled  over  21  years  of  age.     These  were  teachers.  . 

The  term  just  closed  was  an  advance  in  all  respects — larger  number, 
better  work,  and  more  interest  manifested  by  the  patrons. 

Beaufort  County. 

Principal  L.  E.  Bennett,  Pantego  High  School: 

This  year  we  added  an  extra  year's  work,  making  the  full  four  years  high 
school  course  of  study.  We  have  also  been  given  an  assistant  teacher.  An 
addition  to  the  old  building  (30x80  feet)  has  been  erected.  We  have  added 
a  great  deal  to  our  museum,  about  one  hundred  volumes  to  the  library,  and 
about  six  hundred  copies  of  good  magazines  to  our  reading  room.  The 
Women's  Betterment  Association  has  raised  about  $300  for  furniture  and 
other  improvements.     On  the  whole,  we  have  had  a  good  year's  work. 
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Bladen  County. 

Principal  Geo.  U.  Baucom,  Jr.,  Bladenooro  High  School: 

Modern   desks   have  been   placed   in   high   school   room.     All   blackboards 

painted. 
The  majority  of  the  people  are  in  favor  of  a  new  building,  and  I  believe 

they  will  build  in  the  near  future. 

Buncombe  County, 

Principal  H.  T.  Hunter,  Fairview  High  School: 

Improved  building,  including  seating  chapel,  covering,  plastering,  painting, 
making  concrete  steps,  etc.,  all  costing  about  $1,000.  Flag  placed  on  the 
building,  presented  by  Odd  Fellows.  Also  flag  for  drill  purposes  purchased 
by  school.  Bible  given  school  by  Masonic  Order;  map  of  world  presented 
school  by  Farmers'  Union;  map  of  Europe  purchased  by  school.  Basket- 
ball ground  fitted  out  by  school;  music  department  re-established;  societies 
organized  on  different  plan;  magazines  and  papers  furnished  by  literary 
societies. 

Burke  County. 

Principal  F.  A.  Edmonson,  Glen  Alpine  High  School: 

We  installed  twenty  new  desks,  improved  grounds  considerably,  and  paid 
a  balance  of  $50  on  piano. 

Cabarrus  County. 

Principal  W.  J.  Weddington,  Winecoff  High  School: 

The  primary  and  high  school  rooms  have  been  equipped  with  new  patent 
desks.  Shade  trees  and  hedge  have  been  cultivated  and  have  added  much 
to  beauty  of  grounds. 

Chatham  County, 

Principal  Earl  R.  Franklin,  Merry  Oaks  High  School: 

Twenty-four  new  patent  desks  have  been  purchased  for  high  school  room. 
County  has  allowed  us  an  extra  teacher  for  the  school  this  year.  There  have 
been  other  improvements. 

Cherokee  County. 

Principal  J.  H.  Harwood,  Murphy  High  School: 

Great  progress  in  discipline  and  school  spirit.  Physical  improvement: 
office  desk  and  chair,  globe,  set  of  eight  maps  (in  case),  two  hundred  vol- 
umes added  to  library,  pictures  and  frames  in  each  room. 

Craven  County. 

Principal  E.  H.  Moser,  Dover  High  School: 

This  year  we  have  made  some  general  improvements  on  the  grounds  in 
the  way  of  cleaning  off  and  have  had  a  walk  built  from  front  of  building  to 
street.  We  have  built  a  tennis  court  and  have  a  beautiful  ball  field  cleaned 
off.  We  raised  $53  for  library  purposes.  We  purchased  reference  books  on 
history  and  an  unabridged  dictionary.  We  have  a  good  encyclopedia.  We 
have  nearly  two  hundred  volumes  in  library  now. 
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Davidson  County. 

Principal  S.  G.  Hasty,  Churchland  High  School: 

A  dormitory  with  twenty-six  rooms  has  been  built  for  boys,  valued  at 
about  $3,500;  literary  society  hall  furnished  with  carpet  and  lamps;  school 
presented  with  clock,  Bible,  and  ten  volumes  of  books  for  library;  an 
athletic  field  provided  for  the  different  athletic  sports;  another  piano 
secured  for  the  music  department.  Fifty-nine  boarders  have  been  enrolled, 
and  nine  counties  represented. 

Davie  County. 

Principal  W.  P.  Henley,  Farmington  High  School: 

Finished  paying  $68  on  piano;  planted  trees  on  the  yard;  painted  school 
building  inside;  got  new  blackboards  and  pictures  for  the  rooms;  a  reading 
room  was  also  started. 

Duplin  County. 

Principal  Philip  E.  Shaw,  Teacheys  High  School: 

Gross  proceeds  from  the  school  farm,  $1,037.13;  cost  of  conducting  farm, 
$546.90;  net  proceeds,  $490.23.  This  is  about  24.5%  net  dividend  on  the 
purchase  price  of  the  farm. 

We  borrowed  the  money  to  pay  for  the  farm,  without  interest,  from 
twenty-five  patrons.     We  have  five  years  to  repay  them.     We  will  do  it  easily. 

Durham  County. 

Principal  Joe  R.  Nixon,  Bahama  High  School: 

Two  hundred  and  forty-two  nice  chairs  were  put  in  auditorium;  piano 
has  been  purchased,  and  we  expect  to  finish  paying  for  it  next  year;  48 
yards  of  matting  has  been  put  on  stage  and  in  aisles  of  auditorium. 

Edgecombe  County. 

Principal  H.  C.  Miller,  Macclesfield  High  School: 

A  number  of  books  added  to  library,  including  an  unabridged  dictionary 
with  holder;  grounds  improved;  small  piece  of  ground  cleared  to  be  used 
later  as  school  garden;  Betterment  Association  organized  with  60  members. 

Principal  J.  I.  Singletary,  Whitakers  High  School: 

An  additional  room  has  been  built,  looking  to  employing  another  high 
school  teacher  and  the  addition  of  the  fourth  high  school  year. 

Forsyth  County. 

Principal  J.  W.  Daniel,  Bethania  High  School: 

During  this  session  of  the  high  school  a  reading  room  has  been  estab- 
lished. We  find  this  to  be  an  interesting  and  important  adjunct  to  high 
school  work.  The  members  of  the  high  school  are  required  to  pay  a  mem- 
bership fee  of  25  cents.  This  makes  it  possible  to  provide  a  number  of 
periodicals  and  dailies.  A  Betterment  Association  was  organized  by  the 
ladies  of  the  community. 
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Principal  Chas.  H.  Wenhold,  Jr.,  Walkertown  High  School: 
$113.36  obtained  by  private  subscription  for  improvement  of  grounds,  class 
rooms,  and  sanitary  arrangements.     Women's  Betterment  Association  organ- 
ized.    Fifteen  dollars  worth  of  books  added  to  library. 

Franklin  County. 

Principal  J.  M.  Brotjghton,  Jr.,  Bunn  High  School: 

Library:  over  fifty  volumes  added;  new  bookcase  bought;  dictionary  and 
reference  books  included;  circulation  more  than  tripled. 

Reading  room:  opened  for  benefit  of  community  two  nights  in  week; 
standard  publications. 

Internal  improvements:  pictures  and  tables  purchased;  also  maps;  room 
whitewashed  and  painted. 

Women's  Betterment  Association:  strong  organization  begun  in  early  fall; 
doing  great  work  for  school. 

Gaston  County. 

Principal  H.  A.  Query,  Belmont  High  School: 

We  have  added  thirty  volumes  to  library  during  year. 

Gates  County. 
Mrs.  T.  W.  Costen,  Principal,  Reynoldson  High  School: 
Literary  societies  have  been  organized  for  boys  and.  girls.     A  few  books 
have  been  added  to  the  library;   eighteen  patent  desks  have  been  placed  in 
high  school  room;  new  curtain  has  been  purchased  for  the  stage;  dormitory 
has  been  repaired;  and  farm  has  been  greatly  improved. 

Granville  County. 

Principal  J.  A.  Pitts,  Creedmoor  High  School: 

The  library  has  been  enlarged,  and  a  piano  has  been  bought. 

Principal  J.  L.  Woodward,  Stem  High  School: 

The  school  auditorium  has  been  furnished  with  opera  chairs,  and  a  system 
of  lights  has  been  installed  in  the  building. 

Guilford  County. 

Principal  E.  J.  Coltrane,  Jamestown  High  School: 

The  greatest  improvement  has  been  the  introduction  of  regular  instruc- 
tion in  domestic  science.  Adequate  equipment  has  been  installed,  and  sys- 
tematic class  instruction  has  been  given  since  January  10th.  Recently  a  ten- 
acre  school  farm  has  been  purchased.  Next  year  agriculture  will  be  put  on  a 
systematic  basis.  A  new  piano,  valued  at  $350,  has  also  been  purchased. 
Books  valued  at  $40  have  been  added  to  the  library. 

Principal  S.  T.  Liles,  Monticello  High  School: 

High  school  building  has  been  painted.  Women's  Betterment  Association 
has  been  active  making  payments  on  piano  and  on  indebtedness  of  high 
school  building. 
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Principal  Frank  L.  Poust,  Pleasant  Garden  High  School: 
Pleasant  Garden  High  School  has  made  great  progress  during  the  past 
year.  An  additional  building  with  four  recitation  rooms,  two  music  rooms, 
an  office,  a  cloak  room,  and  an  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  of  seven 
hundred,  has  been  completed.  The  auditorium  is  being  seated  by  the  Wo- 
men's Betterment  Association.     Cost  of  building  and  seating  about  $4,200. 

Ten  acres  of  land  have  been  secured  for  farm  life  school.  Domestic 
science  department  added;  three  additional  teachers  added;  boys'  dormitory 
built. 

Halifax  County. 

Principal  W.  H.  Albright,  Aurelian  Springs  High  School: 
Auditorium  built  at  a  cost  of  $800;  supplementary  library,  encyclopedia, 
and  unabridged  dictionary  added.  Students  are  driving  many  miles  from 
adjacent  districts  to  attend  our  school.  Marked  improvement  both  in  work 
and  organization.  We  hope  to  erect  a  domestic  science  building  this  coming 
year. 

Haywood  County. 

Principal  Thos  H.  Francks,  Rock  Hill  High  School: 

A  good  set  of  school  maps  has  been  bought;  good  literary  and  debating 
work  has  been  done;  besides  regular  weekly  exercises  by  the  two  societies, 
there  have  been  held  two  declamation  contests,  one  recitation  contest,  two 
public  debates  (prizes  given),  one  inter-high  school  debate.  We  also  had 
one  representative  in  inter-high  school  recitation  and  declamation  contest. 

Hertford  County. 

Principal  N.  W.  Brixton,  Winton  High  School: 
Special  tax  has  been  voted  since  our  last  report. 

Hyde  County. 

Principal  Arthur  Ranes,  Sladesville  High  School: 

New  building  completed;  grounds  improved;  new  piano  purchased. 

Johnston  County. 

Principal  Z.  Hardy  Rose,  Benson  High  School: 

The  school  building  has  been  enlarged — three  rooms  added.  Betterment 
Association  organized;  $48  raised;  a  few  books  added  to  library;  teachers' 
desks  have  been  bought;  fifty-four  patent  desks;  gong  bought;  several  pic- 
tures hung  on  walls;  girls'  literary  society  has  been  organized. 

Principal  S.  G.  Rollings,  Kenly  High  School: 

The  interest  of  the  community  in  school  continues  to  grow:  Women's  Bet- 
terment Association  has  been  organized;  district  voted  $3,000  in  bonds  to  pay 
for  dormitory  built  three  years  ago;  grounds  have  been  fenced  and  other- 
wise improved. 

Principal  Hinton  McLeod,  Wilson's  Mills  High  School: 

Fifteen  dollars  supplementary  library  purchased;  $50  paid  on  piano. 
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Lee  County. 

Miss  Josie  Dctcjb,  Principal,  Jonesboro  High  School: 

During  the  year  a  cooking  .class  of  twelve  girls  was  organized.  Five 
recitations  were  given  with  an  average  of  two  lessons  per  week  in  actual 
practice.  Betterment  Association  equipped  kitchen,  bought  one  handsome 
picture,  and  an  encyclopedia.     The  school  boys  and  girls  bought  a  dictionary. 

Ten  thousand  dollars  in  bonds  issued  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building. 

Lincoln  County. 

Miss  Charlotte  Young,  Principal,  Denver  High  School: 
A  new  two-story  high  school  house  of  four  recitation  rooms  and  a  large 
auditorium  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,  $1,500  of  which  was  raised  by 
private  subscription.  Twenty  patent  desks  have  been  added;  one  floor  oiled 
to  prevent  dust;  an  unabridged  dictionary  purchased  from  funds  raised  last 
year;  all  the  windows  in  recitation  rooms  polished  and  a  few  pictures  put  up; 
$2  raised  for  Nye  Memorial.  The  students  and  several  men  spent  three 
Saturday  mornings  at  work  on  the  grounds. 

Macon  County. 

Miss  Frances  Weight,  Principal,  Cowee  High  School: 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  school  grounds,  removing  stumps, 
undergrowth,  etc.  Two  entertainments  were  given  by  students,  at  which 
$46.35  was  raised.  This  was  used  to  purchase  an  organ  for  the  school.  By 
getting  subscriptions  for  the  county  paper,  the  students  earned  four  books 
for  the  library. 

Miss  Laura  M.  Jones,  Principal,  Higdonville  High  School: 
Improvements:  water  put  in;  shades  in  one  room;  stage  built;   $20  worth 
of  books  added;  lamps  and  pictures  purchased. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Wells,  Principal,  Iotla  High  School: 

We  have  introduced  basket  making  into  the  classes;  have  had  only  about 
twelve  lessons;  the  work  was  done  at  recess  periods.  The  pupils  seemed 
much  interested,  and  next  year  we  hope  to  do  more  of  the  same  work. 

Madison  County. 

Principal  G.  C.  Brown,  Spring  Creek  High  School: 

We  teachers  painted  our  rooms.  Also  we  have  made  some  improvement 
on  the  grounds. 

Martin  County. 

Principal  A.  M.  Jordan,  Williamston  High  School: 

We  have  added  about  seventy-five  volumes  to  our  library;  we  placed  new 
benches  in  our  auditorium;  have  had  a  very  successful  year. 

McDowell  County. 

Principal  G.  H.  Weaver,  Nebo  High  School: 

During  the  year  we  put  in  130  opera  chairs  in  our  assembly  room ;  we  also 
purchased  another  piano;  we  have  two  now. 
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Montgomery  County. 

Principal  Hoy  Taylor,  Biscoe  High  School:  , 

We  have  paid  the  last  $75  on  a  piano  and  have  bought  500  opera  chairs 
for  the  auditorium  for  $800,  on  which  we  have  paid  the  first  $300.  Most  of 
the  above  was  raised  by  a  bazaar  and  lyceum  course.  Sentiment  is  getting 
ready  for  a  campaign  to  raise  funds  for  an  addition  to  the  building.  More 
recitation  rooms,  a  library,  laboratory,  etc.,  are  needed. 

Northampton  County. 

Principal  E.  C.  Ruffin,  Rich  Square  High  School: 

During  the  year  1910-1911,  our  curriculum  was  raised  to  include  full  four 
years  work,  demanding  the  time  of  two  high  school  teachers.  A  new  piano, 
library  book  case,  principal's  desk,  two  dozen  pupils'  desks,  and  opera  chairs 
to  the  amount  of  $450  are  some  of  our  improvements  for  the  current  year. 
The  literary  society  has  been  greatly  strengthened,  and  the  reading  room 
established  last  year  has  won  a  valuable  place  in  our  school.  Several  new 
books,  papers,  magazines,  pictures  and  college  pennants  have  been  added. 
The  above  improvements  were  made  possible  through  the  efforts  of  the  Better- 
ment Association  and  through  the  cooperation  and  loyal  support  of  both 
pupils  and  patrons. 

Principal  J.  R.  Ware,  Seaboard  High  School: 

The  people  here  have  raised  by  private  subscription  $3,000,  and  will  build 
a  new  school  building  which  will  cost  about  $6,000. 

Principal  H.  J.  Massey,  Severn  High  School: 

Chairs,  tables,  desks,  etc.,  have  been  put  in  the  recitation  rooms.  Audi- 
torium furnished  with  stoves;  grounds  improved  by  removing  stumps,  etc.; 
magazines  provided  for  students  to  read. 

Orange  County. 

Principal  R.  M.  Wilson,  Hillsooro  High  School: 

During  the  summer  months  two  rooms  were  added  to  the  school  building. 
These  have  been  furnished  throughout  with  new  single  desks;  green  boards 
have  been  placed  on  the  walls;  the  Waterbury  heating  system  has  been  in- 
stalled in  the  new  rooms.  The  school  building  has  been  painted.  The  Wo- 
men's Betterment  Association  has  planted  trees  and  shrubs  on  the  yard. 
They  have  also  raised  about  $60  with  which  they  are  going  to  purchase 
shades  for  every  room  in  the  school  building.  Books  costing  $15  have  been 
added  to  the  library.  Pictures  have  been  given  by  individuals,  while  the 
pupils  have  made  enough  money  to  purchase  some.  A  U.  S.  flag,  costing 
$1.20,  has  been  placed  in  each  of  the  rooms.  The  high  school  boys  have  made 
a  tennis  court. 

Person  County. 

Principal  Homer  H.  Winecoff,  Bushy  Fork  High  School: 

The  schoolhouse  was  painted,  and  a  number  of  books  were  added  to  the 
library.     The  sum  of  $59  was  raised  to  be  used  in  purchasing  a  large  bell. 
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Pitt  County. 

Principal  W.  A.  Bivins,  Bethel  High  School: 

A  play  was  given  by  the  faculty  in  March.  The  proceeds,  $34,  will  be  used 
in  purchasing  desks  during  the  coming  year. 

Randolph  County. 

Principal  Geo.  W.  Bradshaw,  Farmer  High  School: 

During  the  year  several  new  chairs  have  been  supplied  by  the  Betterment 
Association;  a  new  stage  has  been  built  in  the  auditorium;  and  some  work 
done  on  the  grounds.

rooms  beautified  by  means  of  curtains  and  pictures,  which  have  been  do- 
nated by  teachers  and  pupils.

Piano  bought  for  high  school  by  Woman's  Betterment  Association  and 
paid  for.

Over  fifty  large  stumps  have  been  taken  up  by  the  high  school  boys;  seven 
trees  removed  from  baseball  grounds;  excellent  tennis  court  made;  basket- 
ball ground  equipped.  The  patrons  came  in  full  force  three  days  and  made 
ours  the  most  beautiful  high  school  grounds  in  the  State.  School  building 
was  painted  last  summer.  $245.88  was  cleared  on  entertainments,  etc.;  a 
large  new  bell  was  placed  in  building,  paid  for  out  of  entertainment  funds. 
Boarders  were  in  dormitory  for  first  time.  These  boarders  came  from  all 
parts  of  the  State.  The  tax  was  raised  from  15  cents  to  30  cents;  the  elec- 
tion was  carried  unanimously.

I  have  included,  also,  in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  such  a  report  of 
the  city  and  town  high  schools  as  could  be  made  from  the  reports  sent  in  to 
your  office  by  the  principals  of  these  schools.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this 
part  of  the  report  is  not  complete,  but  it  was  impossible  to  make  it  so  since 
so  many  of  the  City  Superintendents  make  to  your  office  no  report  of  their 
high  school  work.  It  will  be  noted,  by  reference  to  the  tables  for  the  city 
high  schools,  that  the  statistics  used  for  several  schools  are  those  reported 
for  the  year  1910-'ll,  but  where  this  is  the  case  attention  is  called  to  the 
fact  by  a  footnote.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  TEAR'S  PROGRESS.* 

Number,  Classification,  and  Distribution  of  Schools. — During  the  scholastic 
year  covered  by  this  report,  1911-1912,  the  number  of  public  high  schools 
in  operation  increased  over  the  preceding  year  from  177  to  200.  Five  schools 
were  discontinued,  and  twenty-eight  new  schools  were  established,  making 
a  net  gain  of  twenty-three  in  the  number  in  operation.  The  number  of 
schools  reporting  four-year  courses  increased  from  20  to  29;  the  number 
reporting  three-year  courses  increased  from  63  to  82;  and  the  number  re- 
porting two-year  courses  decreased  from  94  to  89.  Three  counties,  Bruns- 
wick, Tyrrell,  and  Yancey,  heretofore  without  public  high  schools,  estab- 
lished such  schools  this  year,  leaving  only  seven  counties  in  which  no  public 
high  schools  were  in  operation,  namely,  Chowan,  Dare,  Graham,  New  Han- 
over, Pasquotank,  Perquimans,  and  Watauga.  Although  no  public  high  school 
apportionment  is  made  to  them  three  of  these  counties  are  not  without  good 
high  school  facilities.  Pasquotank  is  pretty  well  taken  care  of  by  the  Eliza- 
beth City  High  School;  New  Hanover  by  the  Wilmington  City  High  School; 
and  Watauga  by  the  Appalachian  Training  School. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance. — The  enrollment  this  year  increased  from 
6,514  to  7,391,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  from  4,706  to  5,426.  The 
increase  in  enrollment  over  the  preceding  year  was  877,  or  13.5  per  cent, 
and  the  increase  in  daily  attendance  was  720  or  15  per  cent.  The  number 
of  students  enrolled  from  outside  the  local  districts  was  1,994;  the  number 
of  boarding  students  enrolled  was  1,486;  and  the  number  of  teachers  enrolled 
was  339. 

Teaching  Force. — The  number  of  teachers  was  increased  from  273  to  342, 
and,  as  has  been  the  case  for  the  past  three  years,  there  was  urgent  need 
for  more  assistant  teachers  in  many  of  the  more  prosperous  schools.  In 
too  many  cases  inadequate  funds  made  it  impossible  to  meet  this  need. 

Most  of  the  teachers  are  graduates  of  our  better  colleges  and  universities, 
and  prcatically  all  of  those  who  are  not  graduates  are  college-trained.  It  is 
true  that  many  who  enter  the  work  are  fresh  from  college  and  without  prac- 
tical experience  in  the  schoolroom.  Every  effort  is  made  to  assist  such 
teachers  through  conferences  with  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction and  the  State  Inspector  of  High  Schools,  by  visitation  and  corre- 
spondence, and  through  literature  sent  out  both  from  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  and  from  the  University. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  in  this  connection  that  the  number  of  principals 
who  identify  themselves  with  the  community  and  remain  in  the  same  posi- 
tion for  a  number  of  years  is  increasing  year  by  year.  This  tendency  must 
be  encouraged.  This  can  best  be  done  (1)  by  providing  a  reasonable  in- 
crease in  salary  for  increased  efficiency;    (2)   by  providing  a  home  for  the 


*This  part  of  my  report  pertains  only  to  the  Rural  Public  High  Schools.  The  City  Public  High

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principal  and  teachers;  (3)  by  providing  increased  and  adequate  equipment 
so  that  the  schools  can  meet  the  larger  demands  which  are  made  upon  them 
from  year  to  year. 

Eeceipts  and  Expenditures. — The  total  receipts  this  year  increased  from 
$147,191.65  to  $189,287.88,  and  the  total  expenditures  increased  from  $137,- 
666.58  to  $176,763.48,  making  a  net  increase  of  $42,096.23  in  receipts  and 
$39,096.90  in  expenditures. 

The  average  salary  paid  the  high  school  principal  was  increased  from 
$682.72  to  $742.92.  There  were  26  principals  who  received  $1,000  or  more. 
The  number  who  received  less  than  $500  was  reduced  from  24  to  18.  These 
figures  do  not  include  the  salaries  of  eight  principals  of  graded  schools  that 
received  pupils  on  a  tuition  basis.  The  total  expenditures  for  principals' 
salaries  increased  from  $118,150.97  to  $144,766.38.  The  amount  expended  for 
the  salaries  of  assistant  teachers  was  increased  from  $15,765.26  to  $26,814.43. 

The  average  amount  expended  per  student  enrolled  was  $23.91;  the  average 
cost  per  student  in  daily  attendance  was  $32.58. 

Length  of  Term. — The  average  length  of  term  per  school  was  31  weeks 
as  against  30.4  weeks  for  the  preceding  year.  There  were  18  schools  having 
a  term  of  36  weeks,  and  27  having  a  term  of  less  than  28  weeks,  the  minimum 
term  allowed  under  the  law. 

Improvement  in  Equipment  and  Environment. — A  number  of  new  high 
school  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  and  continued  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  the  general  surroundings  of  many  of  the  schools. 
Several  schools  have  secured  dormitories,  and  many  have  made  advancement 
in  other  directions.  The  extracts  from  the  principals'  reports  appended 
below  tell  in  a  direct,  concise  way  something  of  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  in  the  directions  mentioned  above,  and  they  also  show  the  schools  and 
the  communities  in  which  such  activity  has  been  taking  place. 

Better  Internal  Organization. — A  persistent  effort  has  been  made  to  get 
the  schools  better  organized  internally,  and  some  progress  has  been  made 
in  this  direction.  Much  has  been  accomplished  toward  this  end  through  the 
high  school  literature,  and  especially  through  the  conferences  with  the  prin- 
cipals held  at  Asheville,  Salisbury,  Greenville,  and  Fayetteville. 


COMMENTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS. 

High  School  Instruction  in  Two-Teacher  Schools. — I  wish  to  repeat  here 
the  substance  of  what  I  have  had  to  say  in  former  reports  regarding  high 
school  instruction  in  two-teacher  schools: 

As  soon  as  it  is  practicable  to  do  so  it  will  be  to  the  best  interest  of  both 
the  public  high  schools  and  the  elementary  schools  to  discontinue  the  teach- 
ing of  high  school  branches  in  the  two-teacher  country  schools.  There  are 
perhaps  800  or  more  of  these  two-teacher  schools  in  which  some  high  school 
instruction  is  given.  I  have  taken  occasion  to  look  into  the  work  of  these 
schools  as  closely  and  as  carefully  as  time  would  permit,  and  I  am  frank  to 
say  that  much  of  the  high  school  instruction  offered  is  but  little  better  than 
none  at  all. 

Two  teachers  who  have  to  instruct  65  or  more  pupils  in  all  the  branches 
of  the  first  seven  grades  ought  not  to  attempt  to  give  instruction  in  the. 
high  school  branches.    To  do  so,  in  most  cases,  is  a  mere  waste  of  time.     It 
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means,  too,  that  the  lower  grades  must  be  neglected  and  that  the  high  school 
instruction  must  be  given  in  a  haphazard  way,  without  any  plan  or  system, 
and  without  adequate  time  for  recitation  periods.  It  too  frequently  happens 
that  two  or  three  advanced  pupils  who  are  pursuing  one  or  two  high  school 
subjects — say,  Latin  and  Algebra  or  General  History — are  allowed  to  take 
up  one-half  (or  more  in  some  cases)  of  one  teacher's  time,  while  30  or  40 
pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  are  being  neglected.  Again  it  happens  that 
the  recitation  periods  for  the  high  school  classes  are  not  more  than  ten 
minutes  in  length,  and  thus  the  high  school  pupils  are  neglected;  or,  some- 
times, the  teacher  has  a  "favorite  study"  which  is  overstressed  to  the  neglect 
of  all  other  subjects.  Such  aimless,  haphazard  work  ought  not  to  be  per- 
mitted; and  now  that  the  public  high  school  is  within  comparatively  easy 
reach  of  all  pupils  of  high  school  grade,  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  such 
pupils  should  not  be  taken  out  of  the  local  two-teacher  school  and  sent  to 
the  public  high  school. 

Of  course  local  community  pride  will  in  many  cases  revolt  against  this 
idea,  and  may  for  a  time  operate  against  the  plan  proposed;  but  the  general 
public  is  gradually  coming  to  recognize  the  fact  that  the  high  school  is  not 
merely  a  local  school,  but  that  it  is  a  county  institution,  and  this  objection 
should  soon  cease  to  exist.  The  County  Superintendent  can  do  much  to 
remedy  the  situation  by  encouraging  the  older  pupils  to  go  on  to  the  public 
high  schools,  and  many  of  them  are  exerting  their  influence  in  this  direction 
with  good  results.  But  there  are  not  a  few  cases  in  which  the  pride  of  the 
teacher  has  counteracted  the  influence  of  the  Superintendent  and  kept  the 
pupils  at  home  in  the  two-teacher  school  by  assuring  parents  that  just  as 
good  advantages  are  offered  in  the  local  school  as  are  offered  in  the  high 
school.  This  situation  can  be  met  most  effectually  by  requiring  every  teacher 
in  the  public  schools  who  teaches  high  school  subjects  to  hold  the  State  High 
School  Teacher's  Certificate. 

If  the  public  schools  having  three  or  more  teachers  continue  to  give  high 
school  instruction,  they  ought  to  be  required  to  employ  for  this  work  regu- 
larly licensed  high  school  teachers,  to  organize  their  work  upon  a  respectable 
basis,  allowing  adequate  time  for  recitation  periods,  and  to  follow  systematic 
courses  of  instruction.  Otherwise  such  schools  will  operate  against  any 
compact  and  effective  organization  of  the  public  high  school  work. 

In  many  of  our  counties  at  this  time  more  money  is  spent  for  high  school 
instruction  of  an  indifferent  sort  in  these  two-teacher  country  schools  than 
would  be  required  to  operate  a  strong,  well-organized  central  four-year 
school  that  would  provide  adequate  and  efficient  instruction  in  both  the 
humanistic  and  the  vocational  studies  for  all  the  pupils  of  the  county  pre- 
pared to  pursue  them  with  profit.  At  the  same  time  the  efficiency  of  the  ele- 
mentary school  itself  would  be  immeasurably  increased.  To  assemble  the 
high  school  pupils  of  the  county  in  one  central  school  for  the  last  two  years 
of  their  course  (limiting  the  small  local  high  schools  to  two  years  of  the 
course)  would  not  be  so  difficult  as  many  imagine,  provided  adequate  pro- 
vision can  be  made  for  taking  care  of  the  pupils  at  small  expense.  As  to 
how  this  may  be  done  I  have  discussed  below. 

The  Eelation  Between  the  High  School  and  the  Elementary  School. — It  is 
evident  that  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  elementary  school  operated 
in  connection  with  the  public  high  school.  This  is  necessary  in  order  not 
only  to  prevent  its  becoming  a  handicap  to  the  high  school,  but  also  to  in- 
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sure  increased  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  elementary  school  itself.  On 
these  points  I  beg  to  repeat  what  I  have  had  to  say  in  my  former  reports. 

The  public  high  school  has  a  vital  organic  relation  to  the  public  elementary 
school  below  it,  and  of  this  relationship  we  must  never  lose  sight.  If  either 
the  public  high  school  or  the  elementary  school  is  ever  to  be  made  really 
efficient,  the  other  must  be  made  reasonably  so.  It  is  necessary,  then,  that  a 
little  more  attention  be  paid  to  the  elementary  school  conducted  in  connec- 
tion with  the  public  high  school.  Although  both  schools  may  at  present  be 
conducted  in  the  same  building,  they  are  legally  constituted  two  separate 
and  distinct  schools.  The  public  high  school  is  held  up  to  requirements  that 
the  elementary  school  may  disregard  with  impunity.  The  one  belongs  to 
the  county  and  is  open,  free  of  tuition,  to  pupils  of  high  school  grade  residing 
in  all  parts  of  the  county;  the  other  is  purely  local,  drawing  its  patronage 
only  from  the  contiguous  territory.  The  one  must  be  reasonably  well 
equipped,  must  follow  systematic  courses  of  instruction,  and  must  have  com- 
petent instructors;  the  other,  too  frequently,  is  a  law  unto  itself  in  these 
respects.  The  public  high  school  has  at  its  head  a  principal  licensed  by  the 
State,  who  also  exercises  supervisory  and  disciplinary  functions  over  the 
elementary  school,  but  he  has  no  voice  in  the  selection  of  the  teachers  whose 
work  he  is  to  supervise,  nor  has  the  County  Board  of  Education  or  the  State. 

Now,  it  is  necessary  that  the  elementary  schools  that  are  operated  in  con- 
nection with  the  public  high  schools,  in  the  same  building  and  under  the  same 
principal,  shall  be  well  equipped,  well  organized,  and  well  taught.  The 
merely  nominal  requirement,  that  the  elementary  school  shall  be  well  pro- 
vided for,  is  practically  inoperative. 

Much  can  be  done  to  improve  these  elementary  schools  by  establishing  for 
them  some  standard  of  teaching  efficiency.  Every  teacher  in  one  of  these 
schools  ought  to  be  required  at  least  to  hold  the  first-grade  county  certificate, 
and  a  much  better  requirement  would  be  that  every  such  teacher  should  hold 
the  five-year  State  certificate.  To  exact  such  a  requirement  at  once  would 
seem,  in  many  cases,  to  impose  an  undue  hardship;  nevertheless,  it  would 
certainly  improve  the  instruction  in  many  of  the  elementary  grades,  which 
would  mean  decided  improvement  in  the  high  school  as  well.  And  along  with 
this  requirement  should  come  minimum  salary  and  minimum  term  regula- 
tions. Not  a  few  communities  are  at  present  crippling  their  elementary 
schools  in  order  to  raise  the  required  funds  for  the  high  schools.  This 
should  not  be  allowed.  The  high  school  and  the  elementary  school  must  be 
improved  together. 

Again,  many  of  the  high  schools  are  today  so  seriously  fettered  by  the  ele- 
mentary schools  operated  in  connection  with  them  that  development  seems 
hopeless.  Time  and  again  it  happens  that  a  local  committee  will  endeavor  to 
use,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  high  school  funds  for  elementary  school 
instruction.  Of  course,  this  practice  is  forbidden,  and  it  is  checked  when- 
ever it  is  discovered.  But  local  committees  in  too  many  cases  do  not  dis- 
criminate between  the  elementary  school  and  the  high  school.  If  the  money 
is  to  the  credit  of  the  school,  they  are  going  to  use  it  in  one  way  or  another. 
It  seems  difficult  to  get  committees  to  understand  in  the  first  place  the 
meaning  of  "high  school,"  and  in  the  second  place  that  the  high  school  and 
the  elementary  school,  though  operated  in  the  same  building,  are  legally 
constituted  two  separate  and  distinct  schools.  It  frequently  happens  that  an 
effort  is  made,  where  the  elementary  school  is  crowded  and  the  high  school 
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is  not,  to  force  the  principal  to  do  a  part  of  the  elementary  school  work; 
again,  it  happens  that  an  effort  is  made  to  have  one  of  the  elementary  school 
teachers  paid  from  the  high  school  fund  by  giving  her  a  class  in  the  high 
school  and  paying  her,  say,  two-thirds  of  her  salary  out  of  the  high  school 
fund.  For  such  illegal  practices  the  apportionments  to  several  schools  have 
been  greatly  reduced  or  withdrawn  altogether.  It  was  never  intended  by 
the  high  school  law  that  one  cent  of  the  high  school  fund  should  go  for 
elementary  instruction,  thus  causing  the  local  elementary  school  to  develop 
at  the  expense  of  the  county  high  school,  nor  that  the  elementary  school 
operated  in  connection  with  the  high  school  should  become  a  fetter  to  the 
high  school  and  thus  handicap  its  growth. 

Under  the  present  plan  of  organization  and  management  there  seems  to 
be  little  hope  of  ever  making  the  small  two-year  high  school  efficient.  The 
difficult  questions  that  arise  in  connection  with  its  management  or  its  pro- 
posed expansion  grow  out  of  the  elementary  school  connected  with  it,  and 
must,  therefore,  be  discussed  and  settled  in  terms  of  the  elementary  school. 
Of  course,  the  status  and  the  needs  of  the  elementary  schools  upon  which  the 
high  school  is  based  must  always  be  taken  into  consideration  in  determining 
what  shall  be  the  policy  and  the  support  of  the  high  school,  so  vitally  and 
fundamentally  are  the  two  institutions  related,  but  the  status  and  needs  of 
the  purely  local  elementary  school  operated  in  connection  with  the  high 
school  should  not  be  allowed  to  determine  and  to  limit  the  growth  and  the 
efficiency  of  the  high  school  which  is,  or  should  be,  a  county  institution.  If 
the  lower  school  is  to  exert  the  dominating  influence,  then  the  tone  and  the 
standards  of  the  high  school  are  lowered,  the  efficiency  of  both  schools  is 
decreased,  the  high  school  becomes  emasculated  and  thus  loses  not  only  its 
individuality  and  its  identity  but  also  its  power  to  attract  and  to  hold  stu- 
dents. When  the  possibility  of  its  enlargement  and  growth  is  sacrificed,  the 
high  school  will  die  of  dry  rot.  This  is  an  unnatural  situation  and  it  should 
be  remedied  wherever  it  exists,  not  only  for  the  sake  of  the  high  school  itself 
but  of  the  whole  educational  system. 

The  point  at  issue  here  is  that  in  too  many  cases  the  administrative  policy 
of  the  high  school  is  too  largely  shaped  by  local  opinion  and  governed  by 
purely  local  needs.  Definite  standards  of  excellence  must  be  demanded  of 
the  high  school  which  the  local  elementary  school  for  the  present  can  not 
hope  to  attain,  and  these  standards  can  only  be  demanded  by  officials  whose 
policy  and  action  are  not  shaped  wholly  by  local  needs. 

The  segregation  of  the  high  school  from  the  elementary  school  is  one  way 
of  solving  this  problem,  though  there  are  practical  considerations  which 
make  segregation  far  from  feasible.  Therefore  some  other  means  must  be 
found  for  eliminating  these  evils  or  of  reducing  them  to  a  minimum. 

The  Need  of  a  County  High  School  Board. — One  step  towards  meeting  these 
conditions  would  be  to  provide  for  a  County  High  School  Board  to  be  com- 
posed of  the  County  Board  of  Education,  the  County  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  who  would  be  secretary  of  the  board,  and  one  local  member  for 
each  public  high  school  in  the  county,  to  be  chosen  by  the  County  Board  of 
Education.  Such  a  plan  would  give  the  local  community  a  voice  both  in 
administering  the  affairs  of  the  high  school  and  in  shaping  its  policy;  it  would 
also  bring  the  County  Superintendent  into  closer  touch  with  the  high  schools 
of  his  county;  and  it  would  guard  sufficiently  against  the  domination  of  the 
high  school  by  purely  local  interests.     No  new  machinery  would  be  necessary 
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nor  would  much  additional  expense  be  entailed,  since  the  County  High  School 
Board  could  meet  at  the  time  of  the  regular  meetings  of  the  County  Board  of 
Education.  It  is  becoming  more  evident  year  by  year  that  some  such  plan  is 
necessary.  This  would  certainly  go  far,  too,  towards  making  of  the  high 
school  a  county  institution. 

Again,  any  democratic  institution  whose  purpose  is  to  offer  equal  oppor- 
tunity to  all  the  children  of  all  the  people  should  draw  its  support  from  all 
the  people  of  the  territorial  or  governmental  unit  it  serves,  and  should  not 
therefore  be  limited  in  its  possibilities  for  growth  and  service  by  the  willing- 
ness and  the  ability  of  a  small  community  representing  only  a  small  part  of 
all  the  people.  It  stands  to  reason,  too,  that  the  local  community,  through 
its  committee,  is  looking  out  first  for  its  own  educational  interests  and  needs, 
and  when  these  are  supplied,  it  is  not  going  to  exert  itself  very  greatly  to 
build  up  a  school  for  its  disinterested  friends  in  another  part  of  the  county. 
Nor  would  it  be  just  or  fair  to  require  it  to  assume  the  greater  financial 
burden  which  the  whole  county  should  share.  In  developing  the  county 
high  school,  then,  the  initiative  must  not  be  left  wholly  to  the  local  com- 
munity but  should  be  vested,  so  to  speak,  in  the  county  instead.  Placing 
all  the  high  schools  of  the  county  under  a  county  high  school  board  would 
make  provision  for  this. 

The  Next  Step  Forward:  Provision  for  the  Central  High  School. — The  es- 
tablishment and  development  of  a  system  of  public  high  schools  was  under- 
taken five  years  ago  as  a  logical  step  forward  in  the  advancement  of  popular 
education.  The  beginning  was  made  by  engrafting  upon  our  best  rural  ele- 
mentary schools,  the  idea  being  to  develop  the  high  school  from  the  elemen- 
tary school  upward  rather  than  from  the  college  downward.  Such  a  begin- 
ning was  in  no  way  spectacular  but  it  was  sane  and  it  was  democratic. 
This  plan,  too,  placed  the  high  school  within  comparatively  easy  reach  of  the 
majority  of  pupils  prepared  to  enter  it.  The  results  achieved  even  so  far 
have  more  than  justified  the  effort.  A  safe  foundation  has  been  laid,  and  it 
now  remains  for  us  to  erect  the  superstructure.  This  means  that  we  are 
now  at  the  point  where  we  must  begin  to  build  along  broader  lines.  The 
strong  central  high  school,  one  for  each  county,  must  come,  and  provision 
should  be  made  for  it. 

In  this  central  school  courses  in  agriculture,  home  economics,  and  the 
other  practical  arts  should  be  found  side  by  side  with  the  so  called  tradi- 
tional or  college  preparatory  courses.  We  should  deprecate  the  notion  of 
segregating  the  students  of  the  vocational  subjects  absolutely  from  the  stu- 
dents of  the  humanities.  There  is  no  valid  reason  why  these  two  classes  of 
studies  should  not  be  given  in  one  and  the  same  school,  provided  proper 
equipment  and  teaching  force  are  furnished.  The  student  of  agriculture  and 
the  student  of  the  classics  ought  each  to  know  and  to  understand  the  other, 
and  there  is  no  better  agency  for  bringing  about  this  mutual  understanding 
and  for  preventing  social  misunderstanding  than  the  modern  public  high 
school  that  provides,  through  properly  differentiated  courses  of  instruction, 
equal  opportunity  for  all  the  children  of  all  the  people.  Each  type  of  stu- 
dent will  certainly  contribute  much  toward  the  real  education  of  the  other  if 
the  two  can  be  brought  together  and  trained  in  the  same  school.  The  social 
and  civic  benefits  resulting  therefrom  would  simply  be  incalculable. 

I  am  confident  that  this  type  of  school  must  come  if  the  demands  of  the 
present  and  the  future  are  to  be  met,  and  if  the  high  school  work  is  to  pos- 
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sess  the  strength,  and  the  dignity,  and  is  to  assume  the  importance  that 
justly  belong  to  it.  And  as  the  high  schools  grow  and  extend  their  influence 
there  must  come  in  connection  with  every  four-year  school  the  principal's 
home,  the  mess  hall,  and  dormitory  facilities.  A  few  counties  have  already 
begun  to  develop  the  central  high  school,  and  every  county  should  be  en- 
couraged to  do  so.  As  there  is  at  present  no  special  provision  in  the  law  for 
the  central  high  school,  the  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  allow  a  larger 
maximum  apportionment  from  both  the  State  High  School  appropriation  and 
from  the  general  county  fund.  The  State  appropriation  for  high  schools 
should  be  increased  in  order  to  provide  for  this,  and  at  least  $25,000  should 
be  set  aside  to  stimulate  and  to  encourage  teacher-training  and  instruction  in 
the  vocational  subjects.  Our  rural  elementary  schools  are  of  necessity  going 
to  have  to  rely  in  large  measure  upon  the  public  high  schools  for  their 
teachers.  We  are  in  duty  bound  therefore  to  encourage  teacher-training  in 
the  central  high  schools.  Wherever  such  instruction  is  given  a  trained  pri- 
mary teacher  should  be  secured  for  it.  For  the  vocational  subjects,  too, 
trained  teachers  will  be  necessary. 

The  dormitory  and  the  mess  hall  are  adjuncts  that  should  be  provided  in 
connection  with  all  four-year  high  schools.  Already  more  than  thirty  schools 
are  provided  with  dormitories,  but  only  about  twenty  schools  own  them. 
Some  schools  that  have  erected  new  buildings  have  converted  the  old  ones 
into  dormitories.  At  others  they  have  been  erected  by  stock  companies  and 
rented  to  the  students  at  a  nominal  price.  There  are  many  schools  now 
sorely  needing  dormitory  facilities  that  are  unable  to  procure  them.  The 
law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  a  part  of  the  loan  fund  to  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  dormitories  and  to  allow  the  county  to  share  the 
expense  of  such  buildings.  Wlierever  dormitories  and  mess  halls  have  been 
built  and  in  their  management  provision  made  for  giving  the  students  credit 
on  their  board  for  such  raw  provisions  as  they  may  bring  from  home,  greatly 
increased  attendance  has  invariably  resulted. 

Another  matter  that  ought  to  be  considered  in  planning  for  the  central  high 
school  of  the  future  is  that  of  acquiring  suitable  lands  for  the  purposes  of 
agricultural  and  industrial  instruction.  When  it  is  generally  understood  by 
the  people  of  the  rural  districts  that  the  State  has  taken  up  the  work  of 
secondary  education  with  seriousness  of  purpose,  and  that  it  intends  to  build 
for  its  youth  such  schools  as  the  future  may  demand,  then  it  will  be  an  easy 
matter  to  secure  by  donation,  without  one  cent  of  cost  in  most  cases,  at  a 
very  small  expense  in  any  case,  sufficient  lands  for  the  purposes  of  the  high 
school.  It  will  be  a  very  wise  investment  for  any  community  to  donate  the 
land  for  the  central  high  school  to  the  county  in  order  to  secure  the  location 
of  the  school.  The  increasing  demand  for  instruction  in  agriculture,  domestic 
science,  and  manual  training  is  bound  to  be  met  in  some  way,  and  in  planning 
for  the  larger  growth  of  the  public  high  school  this  fact  must  be  taken  into 
consideration. 

This,  in  brief,  is  the  plan  we  must  begin  to  work  towards  and  must  make 
provision  for.  We  can  not  accomplish  everything  at  once,  but  if  the  proper 
encouragement  is  given,  it  will  be  a  matter  of  only  a  few  years  before  every 
county  in  the  State  can  have  and  will  have  one  strong  central  high  school. 
But  in  recommending  the  central  high  school  I  would  not  be  misunderstood; 
I  do  not  advocate  the  discontinuance  of  the  small  high  school,  such  as  now 
exists  in  most  of  the  counties.     It  will  doubtless  be  necessary  to  discontinue 
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many  of  the  small  schools,  but  it  will  be  well  if,  in  addition  to  the  central 
school,  each  county,  according  to  its  wealth  and  size,  can  maintain  from 
two  to  four  small  secondary  schools  conveniently  located  and  offering,  say, 
two  years  of  the  high  school  course.  These  small  schools  can  be  operated  at 
small  expense,  and  they  will  bring  high  school  instruction  within  reach  of  a 
large  number  of  pupils  who  will  not,  for  some  years,  at  any  rate,  attend  the 
central  school. 

The  logical  unit  of  organization  and  of  support  for  the  high  school  is  the 
county;  and,  if  the  type  of  school  which  we  most  need  is  to  be  developed,  it 
is  plain  that  the  county  must  be  made  the  basis  of  its  support  rather  than 
the  district  or  township.  To  make  the  county  the  unit,  and  to  provide  for  a 
County  High  School  Board  as  suggested  above,  would  not  only  make  it  possi- 
ble for  the  central  high  school  to  receive  adequate  support,  but  it  would  also 
remove  the  officers  from  certain  local  influences  that  are  now  fettering  and 
impeding  the  progress  of  so  many  of  our  schools. 

If  such  a  plan  as  I  have  briefly  sketched  is  ever  carried  out,  the  State 
appropriation  for  high  schools  would  have  to  be  greatly  increased  in  order 
that  the  maximum  State  apportionment  to  the  central  high  school  might  be 
$1,500  or  $2,000,  made  on  condition,  of  course,  that  all  necessary  buildings, 
equipment,  etc.,  be  provided  without  cost  to  the  State,  and  that  the  county 
contribute  a  like  amount  for  annual  expenses  of  the  high  school  from  the 
general  county  fund  in  cases  where  this  fund  is  sufficient  to  justify  it. 


SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  Make  the  county  the  unit  of  organization  and  support. 

2.  Place  all  the  high  schools  of  the  county  under  the  management  of  a 
County  High  School  Board,  to  be  composed  of  the  County  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, the  County  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  one  local  member 
for  each  high  school  in  the  county. 

3.  Establish  a  different  classification  for  high  schools,  based  on  efficiency, 
providing  for  one  central  high  school  at  least  in  each  county,  and  one  or 
more  two-year  high  schools  where  needed. 

4.  There  should  be  provision  made  for  teacher  training  courses  and  for 
adequate  instruction  in  the  vocational  subjects  in  the  central  high  school, 
instruction  along  both  these  lines  to  be  encouraged  by  increased  appropria- 
tion from  the  State. 

5.  Discourage  the  teaching  of  high  school  branches  in  the  two-teacher 
public  school,  and  require  the  teachers  in  high  school  branches  in  all  public 
schools  to  be  licensed,  to  organize  their  work  on  a  systematic  basis,  and  to 
follow  systematic  courses  of  instruction. 

6.  The  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  a  part  of  the  loan  fund  to  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  dormitories  for  the  public  high  schools, 
and  provision  should  be  made  to  allow  a  part  of  the  expense  to  be  borne  by 
the  county. 

7.  The  basis  of  apportionment  should  be  somewhat  modified  by  increasing 
the  maximum  allowed  to  any  one  school,  and  by  making  the  regulations  a 
little  more  definite.  All  apportionments  beyond  the  minimum  should  be 
based  upon  the  average  attendance  for  the  preceding  year  and  upon  the 
number  of  teachers  employed  and  the  salaries  paid. 
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8.  The  annual  State  appropriation  for  public  high  schools  should  be  in- 
creased from  $75,000  to  $125,000,  at  least  $25,000  of  which  should  go  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  stimulating  and  encouraging  teacher  training  and  instruc- 
tion in  the  vocational  subjects  in  a  number  of  the  stronger  schools,  leaving 
$100,000  to  be  apportioned  as  under  the  present  law  amended  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  recommendations.

It  was 
impossible  to  make  this  part  of  the  report  complete,  since  so  many  of  the  City 
Superintendents  make  to  your  office  no  separate  report  of  their  high  school 
work.  It  will  be  noted,  by  reference  to  the  tables  for  the  city  high  schools, 
that  the  statistics  used  for  several  schools  are  those  reported  for  the  year 
1913-'14,  but  where  this  is  the  case  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  by  a  foot- 
note. So  few  reports  were  sent  in  by  the  principals  of  the  private  schools 
that  it  is  not  worth  while  to  include  them  in  this  report.

PART  ONE— RURAL  PUBLIC  HIGH  SCHOOLS 


SUMMARY  OF  THE  YEAR'S  PROGRESS* 

Number,  Classification,  and  Distribution  of  Schools. — During  the  scholastic 
year  covered  by  this  report,  1914-1915,  the  number  of  public  high  schools  in 
operation  increased  over  the  preceding  year  from  212  to  214.  Three  schools 
were  discontinued  and  five  new  schools  were  established,  making  a  net  gain  of 
two  in  the  number  in  operation.  The  number  of  schools  reporting  four-year 
courses  increased  from  61  to  89;  the  number  reporting  three-year  courses 
increased  from  74  to  87;  and  the  number  reporting  two-year  courses  de- 
creased from  77  to  38.  There  are  now  only  five  counties  in  which  no  public 
high  schools  are  in  operation,  namely,  Chowan,  New  Hanover,  Pasquotank, 
Perquimans,  and  Watauga. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance. — The  enrollment  this  year  increased  from 
8,316  to  8,986,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  from  6,307  to  6,773.  The 
increase  in  enrollment  over  the  preceding  year  was  670,  or  8  per  cent,  and 
the  increase  in  daily  attendance  was  466,  or  7.4  per  cent.  The  number  of 
students  enrolled  from  outside  the  local  districts  increased  from  2,474  to 
2,561;  and  the  number  of  boarding  students  enrolled  increased  from  1,646 
to  1,680. 

Teaching  Force. — The  number  of  teachers  employed  increased  from  406  to 
434,  and,  as  has  been  the  case  for  the  past  several  years,  there  was  urgent 
need  for  more  assistant  teachers  in  many  of  the  more  prosperous  schools. 
In  too  many  cases  inadequate  funds  made  it  impossible  to  meet  this  need. 

Receipts  and  Expenditures. — The  total  receipts  this  year  increased  from 
$238,162.30  to  $261,211.32,  and  the  total  expenditures  increased  from  $220,- 
812.99  to  $247,253.59,  making  a  net  increase  of  $23,049.02  in  receipts  and 
$26,440.60  in  expenditures. 

The  average  salary  paid  the  high  school  principal  was  increased  from 
$801.04  to  $837.44.  There  were  50  principals  who  received  $1,000  or  more. 
The  number  who  received  less  than  $500  was  reduced  from  ten  to  five.  The 
total  expenditures  for  principals'  salaries  increased  from  $167,793.27  to 
$177,880.84.  The  amount  expended  for  the  salaries  of  assistant  teachers  was 
increased  from  $43,329.70  to  $56,653.75. 

The  average  amount  expended  per  student  enrolled  was  $27.52;  the  average 
cost  per  student  in  daily  attendance  was  $36.51. 

Length  of  Term. — The  average  length  of  term  per  school  was  31.43  weeks 
as  against  31.8  weeks  for  the  preceding  year.  Or,  taking  the  teacher  as  the 
unit  and  not  the  school,  the  average  length  of  term  was  31.65.  There  were 
18  schools  having  a  term  of  36  weeks,  and  none  having  a  term  of  less  than  28 
weeks,  the  minimum  term  allowed  under  the  law.

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Buildings  and  Equipment. — During  the  past  few  years  considerable  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  constructing  new  buildings  better  adapted  to  high 
school  needs,  in  providing  dormitory  facilities,  and  in  improving  in  other 
ways  the  general  environment  and  equipment.  The  principals  of  181  schools 
reported  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report  buildings  (not  including  dormi- 
tories and  apparatus)  to  be  worth  $1,093,430;  26  of  these  reported  dormi- 
tories owned  by  the  schools  costing  $115,950.  The  number  of  volumes  of 
fiction  and  reference  books  was  reported  by  156  schools  to  be  25,744 ;  and  21 
schools  reported  scientific  apparatus  worth  $5,596.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
foregoing  figures,  many  schools  made  no  report  of  these  items,  although  all 
were  asked  to  report  them.

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RECENT  CHANGES  IN  THE  PUBLIC  HIGH  SCHOOL  LAW  AND  THE  NEW 
PLAN  OF  APPORTIONING  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  FUND 

The  General  Assembly  of  1915  made  several  important  changes  in  the  pub- 
lic high  school  law.  Among  the  more  important  changes  the  following  may 
be  mentioned: 

Maximum  and  Minimum  Apportionments  and  the  Bases  on  Which  Appor- 
tionments are  Made. — The  minimum  apportionment  allowed  was  reduced  from 
$250  to  $200,  and  the  maximum  apportionment  allowed  was  increased  from 
$500  to  $600.  The  State  appropriation  for  high  schools  will  hereafter  be 
distributed  on  the  basis  of  attendance,  number  of  full-time  teachers,  and 
grade  and  character  of  work  done.  A  school  meeting  only  the  minimum  re- 
quirements hereafter  will  receive,  therefore,  from  the  State  only  $200;  and  a 
school  that  measures  up  to  good  standards,  maintains  a  good  attendance,  has 
a  good  building  and  sufficient  equipment  and  teachers,  and  has  the  standard 
term  of  nine  months,  may  receive  as  much  as  $600  from  the  State  fund.  This 
provision  encourages  schools  to  put  forth  greater  efforts  to  increase  their 
attendance,  to  erect  good  buildings  and  equip  them  properly,  to  organize  their 
work  according  to  proper  standards,  and  to  lengthen  their  terms,  by  pro- 
viding more  liberal  State  aid  for  those  that  do  these  things. 

County  Apportionments. — Heretofore  the  apportionments  made  by  the  coun- 
ties to  the  public  high  schools  have  been  made  under  the  requirements  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  not  under  specific  requirements  of  the  law. 
Hereafter,  by  statutory  requirement,  the  county  must  make  out  of  the  gen- 
eral county  school  fund  to  each  of  its  public  high  schools  receiving  State  aid 
an  apportionment  at  least  equal  to  the  apportionment  made  by  the  State; 
and  it  may  make  a  larger  apportionment  if  the  county  board  deems  it  neces- 
sary and  wise  to  do  so,  but  by  doing  this  the  county's  demands  upon  the  State 
equalizing  fund  cannot  be  increased. 

Provisions  Facilitating  Administration. — There  are  some  provisions  of  a 
minor  nature  that  will  make  the  administration  of  the  high  school  law  a 
little  less  cumbersome.  In  the  first  place,  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  char- 
tered school  that  receives  State  aid  for  high  school  instruction  is  to  serve 
as  high  school  committee  also,  and  the  treasurer  of  such  school  may,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  serve  as  treasurer  of  the  high 
school  fund,  but  he  shall  receive  no  commission  for  disbursing  the  high 
school  funds  apportioned  by  the  county  and  State. 

Attendance. — Hereafter  a  high  school  must  make  an  average  daily  attend- 
ance of  at  least  twenty  pupils  for  the  entire  term,  instead  of  ten  as  hereto- 
fore, in  order  to  be  entitled  to  an  apportionment.  This  provision  will  cause 
some  of  the  schools  that  have  been  suffering  from  dry  rot  to  increase  their 
attendance  or  die.  There  are  perhaps  15  or  20  schools  over  the  State  now 
receiving  high  school  apportionments  that  will  have  to  be  discontinued  under 
this  provision,  and  yet  there  is  not  one  of  them  but  can  survive  if  properly 
managed. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions,  new  regulations  were  adopted 
governing  the  distribution  of  the  State  appropriation  for  high  schools.   These 
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regulations  under  which  apportionments  will  hereafter  be  made  are  set  forth 
in  the  following  letter  which  was  sent  out  under  date  of  June  29th  to  all  the 
high  schools  receiving  State  aid: 

To  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools:  As  you  are  aware,  the  Legis- 
lature of  1915  made  several  important  changes  in  the  Public  High  School 
Law.  The  principal  changes  made  are  indicated  below.  At  this  time  I  wish 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  new  requirements  and  to  suggest  that  you  and 
your  county  board  of  education,  at  your  next  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in 
July,  take  up  the  matter  of  high  school  funds  and  agree  upon  your  appor- 
tionments in  accordance  with  the  new  requirements. 

In  the  first  place,  you  will  note  that  the  law  now  requires  the  State  appro- 
priation for  public  high  schools  to  be  apportioned,  not  on  a  single  basis  as 
heretofore,  but  on  a  triple  basis:  (1)  attendance,  (2)  number  of  full-time 
teachers  in  the  high  school  department,  (3)  grade  and  character  of  work 
done. 

Heretofore  the  average  daily  attendance  required  for  the  term  has  been 
ten  students;  hereafter  the  numbr  required  is  to  be  twenty  students.  You 
will  also  note  that  the  amended  law  requires  the  county  board  of  education 
to  apportion  out  of  the  general  county  fund  at  least  as  much  to  each  of  the 
High  schools  as  the  State  apportions.  The  Legislature  of  1915  made  no  in- 
crease in  the  appropriation  for  public  high  schools  and  we  shall  not  be  able 
this  year  to  establish  any  new  high  schools  or  to  make  a  complete  readjust- 
ment of  the  apportionments,  as  set  forth  in  the  plan  outlined  below,  nor 
shall  we  be  able  to  allow  the  maximum  apportionment  of  $600  to  any  high 
school  for  the  present.  It  will  be  our  purpose  to  let  the  apportionments 
stand  as  made  last  year  in  every  case  where  it  is  feasible  to  do  so,  though 
of  course  many  changes  will  be  necessary  under  the  amended  law.  The  only 
fund  we  shall  have  to  reapportion,  therefore,  will  be  the  small  amounts  that 
will  revert  to  the  treasury  for  redistribution  in  the  case  of  schools  whose 
apportionments  are  reduced  or  withdrawn  altogether. 

Plan  of  Apportioning  the  High  School  Fund. — Under  the  new  plan  of 
making  the  apportionments  to  public  high  schools  the  appropriation  will  be 
divided  into  three  parts,  roughly  as  follows:  I  Division,  $45,000;  II  Division, 
$20,000;  III  Division,  $10,000. 

I  Division,  $)fi,000. — The  first  division  will  be  divided  on  the  basis  of 
schools  accepted.  Each  school  will  receive  from  this  division  the  minimum 
apportionment  of  $200.  Any  additional  amount  that  may  be  apportioned 
from  the  second  and  third  divisions  of  the  fund  will  be  conditioned  upon: 
(1)  the  average  daily  attendance  in  excess  of  the  minimum  number  required 
(20);  (2)  the  number  of  full-time  high  school  teachers;  (3)  the  standards 
and  grade  of  work  done  as  explained  below.  The  school  that  merely  meets 
the  minimum  requirements  of  the  law  as  to  attendance,  length  of  term,  etc., 
will  be  eligible  to  receive  an  apportionment  from  the  State  high  school  fund 
of  only  $200. 

//  Division,  $20,000. — Those  schools  that  merely  meet  the  minimum 
requirements  of  the  law  will  not  be  eligible  to  receive  any  part  of  the  second 
division  of  the  fund.  This  division  will  be  distributed  among  those  schools 
maintaining  an  average  daily  attendance  considerably  in  excess  of  the  mini- 
mum average  required,  and  employing  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers,  and 
having  a  reasonable  patronage  from  outside  the  local  school  district. 

Ill  Division,  $10,000. — This  division  of  the  fund  will  be  apportioned  only  on 
the  basis  of  grade  and  character  of  work  done.  Not  a  large  number  of  schools 
can  share  in  this  division.  In  apportioning  this  division  of  the  fund  the 
object  will  be  to  encourage  the  development  of  standard  high  school  work. 
The  questions  that  will  enter  into  consideration  will  be: 

(1)  Number  of  years  in  course  offered. 

(2)  Number  of  teachers  and  their  qualifications. 

(3)  Length  of  school  year. 

(4)  Length  and  number  of  recitation  periods. 

(5)  Character  of  the  building  and  equipment. 

(6)  Requirements  for  graduation. 
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(7)  The  general  efficiency  of  the  organization,  administration  and 
instruction. 

(8)  Scope  of  patronage. 

Apportionments  to  be  made  in  July. — Under  the  new  plan  of  apportioning 
the  high  school  fund  the  apportionments  will  be  made  in  July,  and  before 
an  apportionment  to  any  school  can  be  finally  adjusted  the  following  require- 
ments must  be  met:  (1)  the  principal's  final  report  must  be  in  hand;  (2) 
the  treasurer's  report  of  the  high  school  fund  must  be  in  hand;  (3)  a 
budget  for  the  succeeding  year  must  be  submitted,  showing  the  number  of 
high  school  teachers,  their  salary,  prospective  number  of  high  school 
students,  and  the  school's  facilities  and  equipment  for  meeting  the  demands 
for  high  school  instruction.  (Blank  form  for  this  budget  accompanies  this 
letter.  This  should  be  filled  out  and  returned  to  the  State  Superintendent 
the  first  Monday  in  July.) 

Schools  that  last  year  made  an  average  attendance  of  ten  or  more  students, 
but  less  than  twenty,  and  give  promise  of  making  twenty  or  more  next  year, 
may  be  continued  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  if  in  the  discretion  of 
the  County  Board  of  Education  it  is  wise  to  continue  them;  but  such  schools 
will  not  be  entitled  to  a  State  apportionment  for  1915-1916  unless  they  make 
the  required  attendance  of  twenty  during  the  first  two  months  of  the  fall 
term. 

Please  go  over  these  matters  very  carefully  with  the  County  Board  of 
Education  at  your  meeting  next  Monday  and  see  that  the  treasurer's  report 
of  the  high  school  fund  and  the  budget  are  sent  in  at  once. 

This  plan  of  apportioning  the  fund  is  designed  for  the  purpose  of  distribu- 
ting the  fund  on  a  more  equitable  basis. 

The  single  basis  of  apportionment  heretofore  followed  placed  the  small 
school  in  a  backward  community  practically  on  an  equality  with  the  large 
school  in  a  more  progressive  community,  and  this  gave  the  small  school  an 
unfair  advantage  in  thus  allowing  it  to  share  so  nearly  equally  in  the  distri- 
bution of  the  fund.  The  new  plan  encourages  all  alike  by  furnishing  all 
schools,  large  and  small,  the  stimulus  of  an  increased  apportionment  for  in- 
creased attendance  and  increased  efficiency. 

Some  of  the  small  schools  have  complained  that  the  new  plan  of  appor- 
tioning the  funds  will  work  a  hardship  on  them,  and  some  of  them  may  have 
to  be  discontinued.  It  is  certainly  not  the  purpose  of  the  new  scheme  to 
work  a  hardship  on  any  school  or  to  put  into  effect  regulations  that  will  drive 
any  of  them  out  of  business.  It  is  true  that  fifty  of  the  schools  did  not  last 
year  make  an  attendance  of  twenty,  which  is  required  under  the  amended 
law,  and  these  fifty  schools  are  on  probation  for  the  first  two  months  of  the 
fall  term.  If  they  make  the  attendance  during  that  period  the  minimum 
apportionment  of  $200  will  be  continued,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  every 
one  of  them  should  not  make  it.  There  are  boys  and  girls  of  high  school  age 
in  abundance  in  all  our  country  districts,  and  any  school  that  is  really  anx- 
ious to  serve  these  young  men  and  young  women  should  find  no  difficulty  in 
making  the  required  average  daily  attendance.  Those  that  are  content  to  sit 
down  and  do  nothing  beyond  merely  providing  for  local  needs  will  probably 
go  to  the  wall,  but  no  school  that  is  really  and  earnestly  striving  to  fulfill  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  established  need  have  any  fear  of  failure. 

An  Act  Authorizing-  Bonds. — Another  recent  act  of  much  importance  to  the 
high  schools  is  one  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  schoolhouses. 
Hereafter  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  a  county,  township,  town,  or  high 
school  district  to  get  special  authority  from  the  Legislature  before  it  can 
issue  bonds  for  school  buildings,  since  this  authority  is  now  granted  in  a 
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general  act  of  State-wide  application.  It  is  entitled  "An  act  to  permit  coun- 
ties, townships,  and  certain  school  districts  to  issue  bonds  to  build  scjiool- 
houses."  This  is  of  especial  importance  at  this  time  to  scores  of  high  schools 
of  the  State. 

A  large  number  of  public  high  schools  will  under  this  act  vote  bonds  for 
new  buildings  within  the  next  two  years.  But  for  the  enactment  of  this  law 
there  would  have  been  introduced  some  twenty-odd  more  special  bills  au- 
thorizing bonds  for  public  high  school  buildings.  Should  a  high  school 
building  be  burned,  or  should  a  district  become  suddenly  aroused  to  the 
pressing  necessity  for  a  new  building,  steps  can  be  taken  at  once  to  provide 
the  means  by  a  bond  issue  for  a  new  house  without  having  to  wait  two  years 
until  the  General  Assembly  meets  and  then  get  special  authority  to  proceed.

Principal  Meade  Hart,  Friendship  High  School: 

Reading  room  papered  and  furnished;  stoves  purchased;  rooms  for  sewing 
and  cooking  renovated  and  partially  equipped;  trophy  display  provided; 
shrubs  planted  on  school  grounds. 

A  community  fair  was  held;  dairy  school  conducted  by  Department  of 
Agriculture;  musical  club  organized;  class  receptions  were  given;  and 
numerous  meetings  of  parents  and  teachers  were  held;  library  is  to  be  in- 
creased during  the  summer. 

Principal  J.  P.  Love,  Haw  fields  High  School: 

A  new  room  has  been  added  during  the  past  year  for  the  primary  depart- 
ment.    The  library  has  been  enlarged. 

Principal  Lawrence  L.  Lohr,  Sylvan  High  School: 

Sixty-five  new  books  added  to  the  library  and  several  new  book  cases 
built.  Courses  in  domestic  science  and  basket  making  have  been  introduced 
this  year.  A  printing  press  has  been  placed  in  the  school,  and  a  monthly 
paper  is  to  be  printed  by  the  high  school  students.  Sylvan  won  for  the 
second  time  the  State  high  school  baseball  championship.  On  May  15,  1915, 
a  special  tax  was  voted  by  the  people  of  the  district  for  maintaining  the 
high  school  department. 

Anson  County 

Principal  J.  A.  McArthur,  Lilesville  High  School: 

Francis  Liles,  one  of  the  Lilesville  High  School  students,  won  the  prize 
as  champion  corn  grower,  with  103  bushels  from  one  acre.  We  encourage 
the  boys  to  form  corn  clubs,  pig  clubs,  etc.  One  hundred  and  ninety-two 
new  opera  chairs  were  placed  in  the  auditorium  in  time  for  commencement. 

Principal  J.  Frank  Lowrance,  Morven  High  School: 

A  reading  room  has  been  fitted  up,  and  several  current  magazines  and  a 
daily  newspaper  put  in  it  for  the  use  of  the  pupils. 

Principal  R.  H.  Cline,  Polkton  High  School: 

Purchased  a  set  of  maps,  mounted  on  spring  rollers  in  roller  top  case. 
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Ashe  County 

Principal  Troy  I.  Jones,  Helton  High  School: 

Two  new  rooms  have  been  added,  which  will  be  in  use  next  year. 

Avery  County 

Principal  W.  W.  Stedman,  Elk  Park  High  School: 

On  Thursday,  April  29,  the  district  voted  $8,000  in  bonds  for  constructing 
and  equipping  a  new  high  school  building. 

Principal  W.  H.  Britt,  Newland  High  School: 

Patent  desks,  blackboards,  stoves,  and  a  piano  have  been  secured,  and 
almost  paid  for. 

Beaufort  County 

Principal  Henry  W.  Smith,  Aurora  High  School: 

The  Ladies'  Betterment  Association  placed  screens  on  stage,  electric 
lights  in  auditorium,  and  raised  about  $125  to  be  used  in  purchasing  chairs 
for  auditorium.    The  committee  erected  a  fire  escape  at  rear  of  building. 

Bertie  County 

Principal  Leslie  G.  Bullard,  Aulander  High  School: 
A  new  school  plant,  costing  approximately  $28,000,  is  to  be  in  readiness 
by  Jauuary  1,  1915. 

Principal  C.  G.  Smith,  Lewiston  High  School: 

This  year  our  school  has  made  a  good  deal  of  progress.  New  enthusiasm 
seems  to  have  taken  hold  of  the  people.  One  hundred  dollars  has  been 
raised  this  year  and  paid  on  the  piano.  We  have  supplemented  our  library 
by  the  State  supplement  together  with  144  other  volumes.  We  have  pur- 
chased another  neat  bookcase  to  hold  these  new  books.  The" Independent 
and  Current  Opinion  have  been  added  to  our  periodicals. 

Miss  Florence  N.  Page,  Principal,  Mars  Hill  High  School: 
A  flower  bed  has  been  planted  in  the  yard  and  enclosed  by  a  fence; 
periodic  cleanings  of  house  and  grounds  made;  domestic  science  encour- 
aged by  teachers  helping  pupils  with  fancy  work  and  sewing;  $57  worth  of 
patent  desks  bought  by  efforts  of  teachers;  Betterment  Association  organ- 
ized; newspaper  habit  encouraged;  public  debates  given  occasionally  in  the 
evenings. 

Bladen  County 

Principal  F.  E.  Howard,  Abbottsburg  High  School: 

During  the  past  year  we  have  added  another  room  to  our  building  and 
bought  seventy  single  patent  desks.  We  have  also  improved  the  grounds 
to  some  extent.  We  now  have  a  move  on  foot  to  get  a  new  building  on  a 
more  desirable  site.  The  proposed  building  is  to  be  erected  by  a  bond 
issue,  the  election  for  which  has  already  been  called. 
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Cabarrus  County 

Principal  W.  J.  Weddington,  Winecoff  High  School: 
Improvements  made  during  the  past  year  are  as  follows: 
One  new  room  was  built,   and  partitions  were  so  constructed   that  three 
rooms  can  be  used  as  an  auditorium. 

Caldwell  County 

Principal  T.  E.  Story,  Oak  Hill  High  School: 

Plans  are  now  being  made  to  erect  a  $5,000  brick  building  this  summer, 
with  most  up-to-date  heating  and  ventilating  conveniences.  It  is  also 
planned  that  we  have  sanitary  closets  for  another  year.  A  splendid  school 
spirit  prevails.  A  new  well  was  completed  this  year  on  the  school  grounds, 
and  a  number  of  lamps  were  bought  for  the  school.  After  this  year  the 
special  tax  will  be  increased  from  25  cents  and  75  cents  to  30  cents  and 
90  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation  and  the  poll,  respectively.  The 
present  school  building  will  be  used  for  a  dormitory  after  the  erection  of  the 
new  one. 

Camden  County 

Principal  C.  L.  Cates,  South  Mills  High  School: 

The  school  has  been  moved  into  the  new  $12,000  brick  building.  Around 
building,  ditches  were  dug  so  as  to  give  proper  drainage,  and  a  fence  was 
built  for  the  protection  of  school  property.  To  ornament  the  property,  shade 
trees  were  planted,  and  in  the  building  pictures  were  hung  in  every  room. 

Also  a  new  teacher  was  added,  and  the  pricipal's  salary  was  raised. 
Besides,  a  school  catalogue  was  published  and  distributed. 

Speaking  generally,  the  community  has  begun  to  do  things  in  the  school 
business. 

Carteret  County 

Principal  A.  L.  Hamilton,  Atlantic  High  School: 

This  is  the  first  year  that  four  full  grades  of  high  school  work  have  been 
completed.  Two  new  rooms  added,  and  new  stoves  and  heating  arrange- 
ments; new  desks  for  all  the  teachers;  new  lighting  plant  installed  for  the 
auditorium;  several  students'  desks  added;  school  building  repaired  in 
general;  local  taxation  increased  to  maintain  school;  and  the  largest 
enrollment  ever. 

Catawba  County 

Principal  R.  L.  Walker,  St.  James  High  School: 

The  people  are  planning  to  spend  about  $2,000  this  summer  in  improving 
their  buildings.    We  hope  to  have  a  nice  dormitory  completed  by  October.

Twenty-one  acres  of  ground  have  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $1,000,  and  a 
boys'  dormitory  erected  thereon. 

In  connection  with  what  was  expended  for  agricultural  apparatus,  the 
following  was  donated:  1  Babcock  milk  tester,  1  dehorner,  1  separator 
(given  by  Sharpies  Separator  Co.)  valued  at  $75. 
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Chatham  County 

Principal  F.  M.  Williamson,  Pittsboro  High  School: 

A  library  and  reading  room  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  $400,  and  a  well 
bored  at  a  cost  of  $100. 

Cherokee  County 

Principal  W.  H.  Crawford,  Andrews  High  School: 

Mr.  G.  W.  Cover  donated  $757.72  to  the  school— $500  for  a  piano,  $150  for 
physics  laboratory,  and  the  remainder  to  be  used  as  we  see  fit.  Mr.  Frank 
Buell  donated  the  laboratory  of  the  Cherokee  Extract  Company,  which 
amounted  to  about  $200. 

We  have  completed  the  $25,000  school  building  and  use  it  wholly  for 
grade  work.  We  have  moved  the  high  school  into  the  frame  building  and 
use  it  wholly  for  high  school  work. 

Cleveland  County 

Principal  Samuel  C.  Gettys,  Fallston  High  School: 

We  raised  funds  and  purchased  seats  for  the  auditorium;  we  also  raised 
and  have  on  hand  about  $30  with  which  the  committee  expect  to  have  a 
well  dug. 

Principal  Ivey  Willis,  Waco  High  School: 

A  piano  has  been  bought  for  the  school.  There  is  a  fine  school  spirit  in 
the  community. 

Columbus  County 

Principal  J.  E.  Dowd,  Chadhourn  High  School: 

Forty  patent  desks  have  been  put  in.  The  dormitory  will  be  opened  to 
receive  students  in  the  fall.  ■ 

Craven  County 

Principal  W.  G.  Gaston,  Dover  High  School: 

The  work  of  providing  new  and  modern  desks  for  all  the  rooms  has  been 
completed,  and  now  the  equipment  in  this  respect  is  complete. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school  the  students  have  published 
a  very  handsome  annual  of  132  pages,  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $300.  This 
has  been  widely  circulated  over  the  state,  and  it  shows  well  the  real  work 
of  the  school. 

Cumberland  County 

Principal  H.  B.  Gaston,  Godwin  High  School: 

During  the  past  year  $55  was  raised  for  general  expenses  and  improve- 
ments of  our  school  building.  A  flag  of  the  United  States,  given  us  by  the 
Junior  Order  of  the  Cape  Fear  Council  No.  15,  is  hung  each  day  on  a  mast 
sixty  feet  high. 

Our  school  won  first  place  in  the  Cumberland  County  Commencement,  and 
we  also  won  first  place  in  the  Southeastern  Division  of  High  Schools,  which 
held  its  meet  at  Goldsboro.  Medals  and  prizes  won  by  Godwin  High 
School  in  these  two  meets  are  valued  at  $70. 
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Currituck  County 

Principal  R.  W.  Isley,  Poplar  Branch  High  School: 

New  building,  $3,000;  piano,  $140;  chairs,  desks,  blackboards,  stoves, 
benches,  $150. 

Dare  County 

Principal  E.  W.  Joyner,  Manteo  High  School: 

The  new  high  school  building  costing  $6,500  will  be  ready  next  fall.  The 
sum  of  $182.65  was  donated  by  public-spirited  citizens  and  teachers  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  debates,  commencement,  and  prizes. 

Davidson  County 

Principal  S.  G.  Hasty,  Ghurchland  High  School: 

A  new  school  building  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  $7,000.  The 
site  purchased  for  the  building  will  make  a  beautiful  campus.  New  fur- 
nishings have  been  purchased  for  the  society  halls;  hyloplate  blackboards 
have  been  placed  in  the  recitation  rooms;  a  new  stage  curtain  worth  about 
$50  has  been  purchased  for  the  auditorium.

Principal  J.  L.  Yandell,  Cooleemee  High  School: 

New  window  shades  have  been  purchased  for  all  the  windows;  and  about 
80  new  seats,  one  teacher's  desk,  and  one  piano  installed. 

The  literary  societies  have  done  splendid  work  this  year.  Four  gold 
medals  were  given  for  debate,  recitation,  declamation,  and  essay. 

Durham  County 

Principal  W.  W.  Rogers,  Bahama  High  School: 

A  new  domestic  art  and  domestic  science  building  has  been  erected,  and 
a  barn  that  is  valued  at  between  $800  and.  $900  is  completed  now. 

Principal  S.  J.  Husketh,  Lowe's  Grove  High  School: 

The  following  have  been  added  to  the  Farm-Life  School  equipment  this 
year:  two  mares  with  wagon,  harness,  etc.;  three  cows;  $35  worth  of 
tools  and  equipment  for  workshop  and  laboratory;  ploughs,  harrows,  hoes, 
etc.;  hogs  and  poultry.

A  new  building  to  cost  $20,000,  is  now  in  process  of  construction.  Other 
improvements  will  cost  $5,000. 

Principal  S.  T.  Liles,  Monticello  High  School: 

A  new  dormitory,  costing  $1,900,  completed  and  filled  to  overflowing  the 
first  week  of  the  school.    Girls  had  to  be  turned  away. 

The  most  significant  achievements  of  the  past  year  were:  first,  the  suc- 
cessful operation  of  our  girls'  dormitory  on  the  co-operative  plan  at  an 
average  cost  per  student  for  board,  fuel  and  lights,  of  $3.78  a  month;  sec- 
ondly, an  increase  in  enrollment  of  43  per  cent.

The  following  improvements  were  made:  two  basketball  courts,  $18; 
work  on  grounds,  $75;   piano  purchased  at  cost  of  $300. 

Principal  Frank  Hare,  Lillington  High  School: 

New  grounds  and  a  school  farm  have  been  purchased,  and  a  new  school 
building  and  a  new  dormitory  are  in  process  of  erection.  These  buildings 
with  equipment  will  cost  at  least  $30,000  and  will  be  completed  in  the  next 
sixty  days.  The  old  building  and  grounds  will  be  sold.  To  provide  the 
money  for  the  above  equipment  and  the  equipment  of  the  school  farm,  the 
district  has  voted  $15,000  bonds  and  borrowed  $5,000.

Principal  W.  T.  Byrd,  Harmony  High  School: 

A  dormitory  has  been  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the  students 
coming  from  a  distance.  The  farm-life  department  is  building  a  model 
combination  barn  for  horses  and  cattle. 

Johnston  County 

Miss  Laura  M.  Jones,  Principal,  Wilson's  Mills  High  School: 
A  dormitory  to  accommodate  about  twelve  girls  is  being  built.     Acetylene 
light  plant  has  been  installed.     The  Boys'  Corn  Club  has  eight  active  mem- 
bers; the  Pig  Club,  five,  and  the  Girls'  Canning  Club,  fourteen. 
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McDowell  County 

Principal  I.  C.  Griffin,  Marion  High  School: 

By  order  of  the  committee  another  year  has  been  added  to  the  course  of 
study,  making  this  a  four-year  school.  The  department  of  domestic  science 
and  commercial  work  has  been  most  successful.  Poultry  and  garden  clubs 
for  the  boys  and  girls  have  been  organized  and  are  under  the  supervision  of 
the  U.   S.  Commissioner  of  Education. 

Macon  County 

Miss  M.  E.  Wells,  Principal,  Iotla  High  School: 
A  new  concrete  building  has  been  erected  by  the   people  of   Iotla,   and 
furnished  with  patent  desks. 

Madison  County 

Principal  G.  C.  Brown,  Madison  Seminary  High  School: 
A  piano  has  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $278. 

Montgomery  County 

Principal  John  M.  Shields,  Biscoe  High  School: 

The  Woman's  Betterment  Association  raised  over  $300  during  the  year. 
Part  of  this  sum  will  be  spent  on  an  up-to-date  heating  plant  for  the  school 
building.  One  hundred  and  twenty-five  cloth-bound  volumes  and  numerous 
pamphlets  were  added  to  the  library. 

Principal  S.  G.  Lindsay,  Troy  High  School: 

During  the  last  year  we  have  added  the  following  to  our  equipment:  500 
opera  chairs,  330  single  desks,  1  deep  well,  7  teachers'  desks,  1  office  desk, 
24  window  shades,  library  cases. 

Nash  County 

Principal  H.  A.  Nanny,  Red  Oak  High  School: 

We  have  a  new  building,  provided  with  modern  equipment.  In  all  $20,000 
was  spent  in  improvement  during  the  past  year. 

Northampton  County 

Principal  H.  J.  Massey,  Severn  High  School: 

The  following  improvements  have  been  made:  acetylene  plant  and  lights 
installed  at  a  cost  of  about  $250;  recitation  rooms  partially  furnished  with 
hyloplate  blackboards  costing  $30;  $25  expended  for  books  for  library;  some 
improvements  made  on  grounds. 

Orange  County 

Principal  F.  W.  Morrison,  Chapel  Hill  High  School: 

Since  the  last  annual  report  was  made  the  town  has  voted  $35,000  in  bonds 
to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  a  new  school  site  and  the  erection  of  a 
model  school  building.

The  ladies  of  Chapel  Hill,  through  the  Community  Club,  offered  substantial 
prizes  in  two  contests,  and  worked  with  the  teachers  in  giving  a  May  festival 
the  first  of  May.  In  addition  to  this,  they  have  given  15  new  books  to  the 
school  library,  and  have  presented  to  the  school  a  Victrola  and  45  records 
at  a  cost  of  a  little  more  than  $100. 

Pamlico  County 

Principal  A.  V.  Cole,  Oriental  High  School:

steam  heat,  sewerage,  sanitary  drinking  fountains,  and   electric  lights. 

Rowan  County 

Principal  R.  D.  Jenkins,  China  Grove  High  School: 

Erected  a  girls'  dormitory  at  a  cost  of  $20,000,  and  purchased  200  acres  of 
land.  Playground  for  basketball  and  volley  ball  has  been  added.  Bought 
20  new  desks. 
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Rutherford  County 

Principal  W.  R.  Hill.  Forest  City  High  School: 

Spent  $125  in  plastering  two  rooms  of  building,  painting  interior  and 
exterior  of  building,  and   wiring  the  windows. 

Stanly  County 

Principal  N.  E.  Wright,  New  London  High  School: 

We  have  ceiled  the  auditorium,  oiled  all  the  floors,  painted  two  rooms, 
bought  window  shades,  painted  the  building  outside.  All  this  improvement 
has  been  made  by  special  entertainment  except  the  outside  painting.  For 
the  year  we  have  raised  more  than  $300  for  improvements,  not  counting  the 
amount  given  us   by  the   State. 

Stokes  County 

Principal  J.  W.  Scroggs,  Walnut  Cove  High  School: 

Single  desks  at  a  cost  of  $150  have  been  placed  in  two  rooms,  a  chart,  set 
of  maps  in  roller  front  case,  a  globe,  150  feet  of  hyloplate  blackboard,  and 
electric  lights  are  the  improvements  we  have  added  this  year. 

Transylvania  County 

Principal  G.  L.  Tabor,  Rosman  High  School: 

Two  hundred  and  ten  dollars  raised  by  the  ladies  of  the  district  has  been 
spent  this  year  for  improving  school  grounds. 

Union  County 

Principal  E.  P.  Mendenhall,  Wesley  Chapel  High  School: 
Fifty  new  single  desks  and  fifteen  new  double  desks  were  bought  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Five  hundred  square  feet  of  blackboard  has  been 
installed.  Some  money  and  a  good  deal  of  labor  have  been  spent  on  the 
grounds  and  water  arrangements.  We  now  have  a  sanitary  method  of  obtain- 
ing water.     The  floors  have  been  kept  oiled  throughout  the  year. 

Vance  County 

Principal  J.   Ed.   Bagwell,  Bona  Vista  High  School: 

Two  rooms  were  added  to  the  school  building  during  the  summer.  One 
of  these  is  used  by  the  sixth  and  seventh  grade  teacher,  the  other  is  to  be 
used  by  the  domestic  science  department. 

Wake  County 

Principal  M.  B.  Dry,  Cary  High  School: 

Since  last  report,  a  complete  equipment  for  teaching  home  economics  has 
been  put  in  at  a  cost  of  about  $600;  two  rooms,  each  22  by  32,  being  used 
for  this  department;  a  manual  training  room  has  been  fitted  up  with  tools, 
work  benches,  etc.;  a  school  farm  of  16  acres  secured,  worth  $1,200;  and  a 
barn  and  farm  cottage  built  on  it.  The  land  was  a  gift  to  the  school,  and 
the  community  subscribed  $1,500  to  build  the  barn  and  cottage. 
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Superintendent's  Cottage,  Craven  County  Farm-life  School. 


Barn,  Craven  County  Farm-life  School,  Vanceboro. 
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Principal  J.  E.  Pearson,  Holly  Springs  High  School: 

During  summer  of  1914  a  $10,000  addition  was  erected,  providing  ample 
room  for  high  school  and  a  specially  equipped  home  economics  department. 

Principal  E.  H.  Moser,  Wakelon  High  School: 

Since  our  last  annual  report  we  have  secured  the  farm-life  school  for  the 
eastern  half  of  Wake  County.  This  department  is  now  in  operation.  We 
have  purchased  15  acres  of  land  for  $2,300,  2  horses,  Percheron  mares 
(weight  for  the  two,  2,400  pounds),  wagon,  plows,  and  other  farm  tools. 
We  have  rented  ten  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  school  farm.  A  crop  is  being 
raised  this  summer.  We  have  planted  corn,  peas,  soy  beans,  cotton,  tobacco, 
sweet  and  Irish  potatoes,  and  a  few  of  the  vegetable  crops  on  a  small  scale. 

We  had  a  specialist  from  A.  &  M.  College  to  aid  us  in  terracing  the  farm. 
This  farm  is  not  fully  equipped  yet,  but  it  is  our  purpose  to  keep  making 
improvements  until  it  is  properly  equipped.  Just  now  we  are  planning  to 
build  the  barn  for  horses  and  cattle;   also  a  tobacco  barn. 

The  domestic  science  department  has  been  practically  equipped,  and  the 
class  of  30  made  excellent  progress  this  year. 

A  manual  training  room  has  been  furnished  also,  and  practical  work  was 
done  by  the  boys  taking  agriculture. 

The  auditorium  has  been  furnished  with  gas  lights  as  a  result  of  a  play 
given  in  the  fall  by  the  high  school.     The  lights  cost  $65. 

The  senior  class  gave  $7.32  to  the  library  fund.  Many  improvements  were 
made  on  the  grounds.     In  this  the  community  aided  materially. 

Wayne  County 

Principal  D.  G.  Kelly,  Falling  Creek  High  School: 

A  music-domestic  science  building  of  two  rooms  was  erected.  Material 
improvements,  in  the  way  of  remodeling  three  classrooms,  were  made  last 
fall.

GENERAL  COMMENT 

City  and  Town  High  Schools  Not  Operated  Under  Public  High  School 
Law. — We  have  in  North  Carolina  two  systems  of  public  high  schools,  or 
rather,  two  parts  of  one  system.  The  city  high  school  is  organized  as  a  part 
of  the  city  public  school  system,  which  is  operated,  as  a  rule,  under  a  special 
charter,  and  is,  therefore,  independent  of  the  operation  of  the  public  high 
school  law,  unless  approved  as  a  county  high  school  under  section  6  of  this 
law.*  The  city  school  officials  are  not  required  by  law  to  make  to  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  a  separate  financial  and  statistical  re- 
port of  their  high  school  department,  and  so  it  is  impossible  to  give  in  detail 
the  complete  and  accurate  information  regarding  the  operation  of  this  part 
of  our  public  high  school  system  that  is  given  for  the  rural  public  high 
schools  which  receive  State  aid. 

New  Building's  During  Year. — The  reports  of  the  superintendents  show 
that  during  the  past  year  the  towns  and  cities  listed  below  have  erected  new 
buildings  for  their  high  school  department,  or  have  voted  bonds  for  new 
buildings  to  be  erected.  It  should  be  understood  that  in  most  cases  these 
buildings  accommodate  not  only  the  high  school  grades  but  some  of  the  lower 
grades  as  well: 

Beaufort New   building    $18,000

Old  building  torn  down  and  new  one  in  process  of  construction.  This  will 
cost,  equipped,  about  $25,000. 

Franklinville  High  School 

Superintendent  D.  M.  Weatherly: 

We  will  in  the  future  have  our  school  on  the  same  basis  as  the  State  high 
schools,  using  the  same  text-books,  with  full  four-year  course,  nine  months 
each. 

Groldsboro  High  School 

Principal  W.  P.  Allen: 

A  pupil  must  make  above  70  in  three  subjects  to  pass  from  the  first  year  to 
second.  He  must  have  passed  seven  subjects  to  reach  junior  year,  and  eleven 
to  become  a  senior.  Next  year  16  points,  or  units,  will  be  required  for  gradu- 
ation. 

Please  notice  that  there  are  more  boys  in  the  high  school  than  girls,  which 
is  an  unusual  condition. 

Greenville  High  School

One  of  the  most  successful  classes  this  year  was  the  one  in  Spanish.  Stu- 
dents were  very  much  interested  in  the  language.

This  year  we  have  turned  out  our  first  class  of  full  four-year  graduates. 

Hertford  High  School 

Superintendent  L.  R.  Crawford: 

Numerous  pupils  from  over  the  county  attended  the  Hertford  High  School, 
boarding  in  town  or  going  to  and  from  the  farms  during  the  session.  Of  this 
year's  high  school  enrollment,  twelve  were  nonresidents,  or  county  pupils. 

Lenoir  High  School 

Superintendent  G.  O.  Rogers: 

Last  year  we  changed  from  the  free-book  system  to  the  rental  system,  and 
this  has  been  a  financial  success. 

We  have  secured  a  lot  of  material  for  our  playgrounds  this  year,  consisting 
of  shoot-the-shoot,  see-saws,  joggle  boards. 

Sentiment  is  growing  for  a  new  high  school  building.  Several  bookcases 
have  been  presented  to  our  school,  and  through  the  Betterment  Association 
we  have  been  able  to  increase  both  the  number  of  books  in  the  library  and 
also  our  physical  laboratory  equipment.

We  have  one  additional  teacher  this  year  and  have  added  domestic  science 
and  manual  training.  A  new  six-room  building  has  been  added  in  a  different 
section  of  the  town.

We  are  arranging  to  erect  a  new  building  which  we  will  equip  for  high 
school  work.    We  will  spend  between  $12,000  and  $15,000  this  year. 

Maxton  High  School

Movement  for  bond  issue  started  to  raise  $20,000  for  building  and  equip- 
ment.

D.— THE    FARM-LIFE   SCHOOLS* 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  farm-life  school  and  the  legal  provision  for  its 
support  in  North  Carolina  have  just  been  discussed  by  State  Superintendent 
Joyner.  I  shall  not  go  over  the  ground  covered  by  him,  except  briefly  for  the 
purpose  of  supplementing  here  and  there  some  of  the  things  he  has  already 
told  you.     I  shall  attempt  particularly  to  set  forth  the  development  of  our

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farm-life  schools  during  the  short  period  they  have  been  in  operation.  In 
order  to  make  the  story  as  concrete  as  possible,  I  shall  present  some  seventy- 
five  or  more  lantern  slides  showing  buildings,  dormitories,  barns,  laboratories, 
farms,  stock,  student  groups,  student  activities,  etc.,  and  will  comment  briefly 
on  these  as  we  pass  along  from  school  to  school. 

The  figures  which  I  shall  quote  (see  accompanying  tables)  are  taken  di- 
rectly from  special  reports  furnished  me  within  the  past  three  weeks  by  the 
county  superintendents  and  high  school  principals.  These  figures  may  not  in 
every  instance  be  absolutely  accurate,  though  they  are  approximately  so.  It 
is  quite  likely,  for  instance,  that  the  amounts  reported  as  contributed  by  the 
county  commissioners  are  not  altogether  accurate,  since  some  of  the  boards 
may  give  for  the  current  year  more  or  less  than  the  amount  stated,  but  they 
are  sufficiently  accurate  for  all  practical  purposes. 

It  should  be  understood  at  the  outset  that  the  farm-life  school  is,  in  every 
case  except  two,  namely,  Vanceboro  and  Clemmons,  a  department  of  the  pub- 
lic State-aided  high  school,  in  which  department  special  provision  is  made  for 
affording  boys  of  the  country  districts  an  opportunity  to  study  agriculture 
and  certain  allied  subjects,  and  for  affording  the  girls  an  opportunity  to  study 
home  economics  and  certain  related  subjects.  It  should  also  be  understood 
that  the  funds  for  operating  these  special  departments  of  agriculture  and 
home  economics,  or  farm-life  departments,  are  contributed  by  the  county  and 
the  State,  and  that  these  funds  are  in  addition  to  all  other  school  funds  con- 
tributed from  these  sources.  This  type  of  school  is  known  in  most  States  as 
the  "agricultural  high  school,"  but  with  us  it  has  been  given  the  local  name 
of  farm-life  school.  In  the  farm-life  departments  of  our  high  schools,  how- 
ever, instruction  in  the  farm-life  subjects  is  not  confined  to  the  high  school 
grades;  these  departments  are  open  also  to  pupils  of  the  grammar  and  inter- 
mediate grades  of  the  local  elementary  school  operated  in  connection  with  the 
high  school;  and,  too,  certain  lines  of  extension  work  and  home  project  work 
are  carried  on  in  the  community  not  only  during  the  regular  session,  but 
also  in  vacation  time. 

There  are  now  in  operation  seventeen  farm-life  school  departments.  Two 
others  have  been  established,  to  open  in  January,  1916,  making  a  total  of 
nineteen  established  up  to  this  time.  All  but  three  of  these,  namely,  those  of 
Guilford  County,  have  opened  their  doors  for  the  reception  of  students  within 
the  past  two  and  one-half  years.  These  nineteen  schools  are  located  in  six- 
teen counties,  as  follows:  Guilford  has  3,  Wake  has  2,  Durham,  Iredell. 
Craven,  Robeson,  Harnett,  Nash,  Wilson,  Rowan,  Gaston,  Forsyth,  Moore. 
Mecklenburg,  Bertie,  and  Catawba  have  one  each.  As  will  be  seen  (see  plate 
attached),  they  are  distributed  over  the  central  part  of  the  State — from 
Craven  and  Bertie  in  the  east  to  Catawba  in  the  west.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  that  eventually  every  county  in 
the  State  shall  have  at  least  one  such  school. 

The  present  value  of  the  nineteen  high  school  plants,  including  equipment 
of  all  kinds,  in  connection  with  which  the  farm-life  departments  are  oper- 
ated, is  $419,452.  Improvements  and  additions  made  during  the  past  year 
amount  to  $178,440.  The  school  buildings  proper  of  these  nineteen  schools 
are  worth  $240,173,  and  the  dormitories  in  connection  with  them  are  worth 
$99,712.  They  own  698  acres  of  land  worth  $44,640,  barns  worth  $9,590,  stock 
and  equipment  worth  $9,996.    Last  year  there  was  spent  for  the  maintenance

of  these  particular  departments  $38,650,  contributed  by  the  State  one-half  and 
by  the  counties  one-half.  For  the  current  year  the  operating  expenses  of 
these  departments  will  be  $63,500. 

(See  accompanying  statistical  tables  for  the  figures  upon  which  the  facts 
and  figures  given  in  the  lecture  were  taken.  Following  the  foregoing  intro- 
ductory statment  about  75  slides  were  shown.  As  these  were  thrown  on  the 
screen  the  lecture  took  the  form  of  running  comment  as  an  imaginary  trip 
was  made  to  the  different  schools.)
